GEN. SICKLES’S LETTER. 

Gen. Daniel E. Sickles, a member of 
the Board of Aldermen, late this after- 
noon sent the following communication 
to President Roosevelt: 

“I have just returned from‘a meet- 
ing of the Board of Aldermen, it being 
in reference to the awful calamity 
which came to us last Wednesday, the 
loss of the steamboat General Slocum, 
in which nearly a thousand of our 
women and children perished. 

‘This misfortune touched every heart 

in the municipality apd has brought 
sympathy to us from every part of the 
world. Of course, you have already 
taken such steps in the right direction 
as becomes your office, but I trust you 
will not regard it amise to receive a 
suggestion or two from one of the city 
fathers. 
“There is an impression been that 
the Federal officials charged with the 
duty of inspecting steamboats have 
been negligent and inefficient, and that 
they are gravely at fault in not having 
done what they might have done to 
avoid what has happened. 

“Pray see that these inspectors shall 
be competent and trustworthy, and if 
further legislation be necessary to pro- 
vide safeguards for the future, charge 
Congress to provide them. 

“You will agree with me, I am sure, 
that a prompt and thorough investiga- 
tion of all the facts is of prime impor- 
tance, as well to fix responsibility for 
the past as to nrovide guarantee for the 
future.

ally the over-god@d Burhan, who is the 
only true God of the gods. 

Many people have taken up the 
propaganda, one of whom has sacri- 
ficed $3000 and another $250 in honor of 
the god. The apostles say ‘only 
elect are eligible to the sect, and that 
the house of any unworthy man who 
presents himself will be incircled by a 
rainbow and immediately collapse.

The President's 
determination to force the Turkish 
government to pay claims amounting to 
$250,000 for outrages upon American 
mission stations and missionaries in 
Turkey makes it necessary to have a 
Turkish Minister here who is accred-

The present Minister, with oriental 
cunning, it is said, has failed to pre- 
sent his credentialg in order that this 
government cannot reach the Sultan 
directly through him. Such would be 


the cage if he were accredited. Under | 


the present plan our Minister at Con- 
stantinople can get no nearer the Sul- 
tan than the Grand Visiter. 

To help along the collection of in- 
demnity, a naval display is to be made 
by the American fleet in Turkish wa- 
ters. It was first plannel to send a 
fleet of some twenty vessels. The Pres- 
ident has not fully made up his mind 
in the matter, however, and it is hard- 
ly possible that more vessels than 
those in the European squadron will 
be sent.

AGREE ON PANAMA COIN. 


OUR DOLLAR THE STANDARD. |

WASHINGTON, June 18.—The com- 
mission charged with the preparation 
of a currency system for Panama to- 
day reached an agreement, which es- 
tablishes a coin equivalent in fineness 
and weight to the dollar of the United 
States as the standard, and which also 
makes the United States dollar legal 
tender in Panama. 

Under the terms of the agreement the 
Panama government will recoin or 
convert the Columbian silver into coins 
éf the size of a silver dollar. The 
amount of this silver in Panama is now 
estimated at $1,500,000, 


GEN. PORTER HONORED. 
President Loubet Confers Upon Him 
the Grand Cross of the Legion 

of Honor. 

[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.1 
PARIS, June 18.—[ By Atlantic 
Cable.) President Loubet con- 
ferred upon the American Am- 
bassador, Gen. Horace Porter, the 
Grand Cross of the Legion of Honor, 
which is the highest grude of that 
historic order. It is an honor rarely 
bestowed, even on chiefs of state and 
Ambassadors, and this is the first 


time it has ever been offered to a/ 


representative of America. As, under 
the provision of the constitution, the 
acceptance of any mark of distinction 
from a foreign country, even from a 
republic, requires the approval of 
Congress, final action in the matter 
will await the authorization of that 


‘ 

Foreign Minister Delcasse called at 
the Ambassador's residence today and 
personally presented him with the 
superb insignia of the grand cross. 
This consists of a wide silk band, 
worn across the breast, having an 
enameled ld cross at the hip, 
with an ela te silver star to he 
worn on the right breast. M. Delcasse 
accompanied the presentation by an 


earnest expression of the high per- 


sonal esteem, which M. Loubet and 
himself felt toward the American Re- 
public. 

The grand cross is the highest of 
the five grades of the legion of honor. 
These consist, first, of the chevalier; 
second, officers; third, commander; 
fourth, grand officer, and, fifth, grand 
cross. The latter is the grade worn 
by M. Loubet and has been conferred 
only a few times in recent years. 
That the American Ambassador should 
have been singled out for this not- 
able honor is considered to be a per- 
sonal tribute to him and another evi- 
dence of the cordial sentiments of 
French government toward Amer- 
ca.

proxies for the delegates to which this 
branch is entitled, to the secretary, to 
be voted according to his best judg- 
ment. 

The matter that excited the most in- 
terest was the recent law by Congress 
regarding the exclusion of rural car- 
riers from doing express business and 
acting as newspaper agents. This was 
considered unjust and working a hard- 
ship on both the carriers and the farm- 
ers along the routes.

It was the vehicle with which 
Miss Joan Hadenfeidt, a_ beautiful 
San Francisco society girl, chose to 
introduce herseif to the world of 
drama, and was the result of long 
and careful work on the part of Miss 
Hadenfeldt and George Aspden, a4 
young newspaper man.

| life and reason. 


Aspden was madly infatuated with 
the mental and physical charms of 
Miss Hadenfeldt, and the shock of 
his suicide is Reld responsible for 
her unfortunate mental condition. It 
was the real “Cycle of Love,” which 
has made the deepest impression of 
her life, albeit a very tragic one. 

Miss Hadenfeldt and Aspden had 
been on terms of the closest personal 
friendship for many months. Aspden 
arranged “The Cycle of Love’ for 
her, and the work of preparing the 
performance brought them together a 
great deal. Some say that they were 
engaged. and some of the friends of 
both deny this. 

Aspden guarded his suicide with 
great oe He wrote a flip- 
pant note to the coroner and a fare- 
well letter to his brother. He gayly 
instructed the official jury to find a 


verdict of “temporary insanity,.”” but 


said not a word about the grand pas- 
sion which had wrecked his exist- 
ence. Then he went out to a park 
and carefully blew out his brains. 

Miss Hadenfeldt was very beautiful, 
and Aspden was not the Grst to;fail 
before her «charms. She 
bitions, and did not take 
to marriage.

The paper was bought on the recom- 
mendation of 8S. A. Perkins, the Tacoma 
newspaper owner, who has been in 
the city for some time looking over 
the property, and whose presence in- 
spired renewed hope that some time 
the ghost would take to exercise again. 

Last night Mr. Perkins made a state- 
ment to The Times as follows:

“Frank G. Finlayson is president and 
a director of the new company.

“I came here to look over the plant, 
its condition and its future pros- 
pects, and I recommended its purchase 
at the price agreed upon, believing jt 4 
good proposition, one that could be 
made to pay and to be a strong factor 
fn the upbuilding of Los Angeles.

“The Herald ‘ill start out with no 
indebtedness, asking no favors exce™ 
that which it merits. from its own acts.

BOOM THAT'S A BOOM. 
IDYLLWILD, June 18.—Idyliwild 
people are startled more or less every 
day by the sound of distant: thunder. 
At first some of the innocent camp- 
ers and boarders thought it was the 
approach of one of those ebrthquakes, 
like that four years ago, that threw 
down every brick building in Hemet, 
San Jacinto anc Perris, towns in this 
neighborhood. But not so. Tig: boom-

isthe blasting done by the force of 
men that -the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany has at work constructing one 
of the greatest. mountain roads in

Four million dollars in debt one day 
—all his debts paid and four million 
dollars to the good seven months later 
——that was one of the incidents tn Mr. 
Moore's life which shows how money 


passes through his hands. 


Here in 


Philadelphia it is estimated that he 
only was able to spend some trifie 


like $1500 a day, outside of the ex- 
penses of bringing his horses to the 
exhibition on St. Martin’s Green. 

New York, Chicago and St. Louls 
each claim Mr. Moore, as he has a 
residence in each city, together with 
a villa at Lake Geneva that is world 
famous. An enthusiastic horseman, a6 
shown by his visit here, a patron of 
grand opera and the arts, a member 
of a score or more of clubs, Mr. Moore 
is something of a national character. 

J. Hobart Moore is not what might 
be called extravagant, in his own 
tastes, although he believes in getting 
whatever he wishes, no matter what 
the cost, but he loves to be surrounded 
by his friends, and to be Mr. Moore's 
guest means to enjoy the old French 
hospitality when a host’s purse and 
life were at the free disposal of the 
guest. Mr. Moore says that he doesn’t 
enjoy lots of things himself, but he 
has them because he “thinks the next 
fellow might like them.” 

In estimating that Mr. Moore spent 
$15,000 during his stay here many of 
hia acquaintances declare that the 
figure is too low. His rooms at Belle- 
vue cost him considerably in excess 
of $100 a day. The wine which he 
opened freely for his friemds, it is esti- 
mated, cost him more than $2000, his 
bill at the Casino on the grounds be- 
ing $700. } 

Writing letters, he declares, is a 
bore and not to be indulged in when 
a telegram or a telephone call will do 
the required work. In one day his 
telegraph tolls exceeded $75, while one 
talk with Chicago cost him $26. He is 
a firm believer in the best cigars that 
can be procured, and while only 4 
moderate smoker himself, his gifte to 
acquaintances from out a mammoth 
leather case, which his valet keeps 
constantly filled, made way with more 
than a box each day. His stable 
manager, at $100 a week, has orders 
never to let a horse «needed escape 
him because of a mere question of a 
few hundred dollars. 

Mr. Moore never travels without 
his masseur, in. addition to his valet 
and secretary, and his liberal tips 
make him certain of the best of ser- 
vice at other hands wherever he stops. 
In the matter of tips his largest ones 
are for persons who save him time. 
One of his friends tells that during 
his week here Mr. Moore had occasion 
to ride from the Market street ferries 
to Broad street in a street car. 

Shortly after boarding the car he 
found that he was upon one that 
turns North’ on Eighth street. The 
conductor started to stop the car, so 
.wat Mr. Moore could get off, but de- 
clined, and going to the front plat- 
form he spoke {to the motorman. In- 
stantly the speed of the car was 
quickened so that it overtook a car 
ahead. The motorman called to the 
conductor of the preceding car to stop, 
and a ten dollar bill rewarded the 
motorman, while the conductor ahead 
pocketed the change from a dollar

He buys each day all of the news- 
apers of four cities, a little item of 
15 a week.

By Jack London. 
OPLE OF ABYSS. Jack 
This is a book like a good mary 
others that are appearing, at least 
ft is iike them in subject matter. But 
it is more powerful than any we at 
resent recall. The facts that are 
rought out are familiar enough to 
‘ those who read the current works on 
the life of the lowest classes of the 
community. There have been equally 
detailed life among the outcasts of 
polite society written by authors in 
America and Exgiand before. But 
there is a force in Mr. London's work 
which burns the frightful truth into 
the very soul of the reader. The 


statement in which the whole book | 


‘may be summed up is “Civilization has 
: increased man’s producing power a 
hundred-fold, and through mismanage. 


reent the men of civilization live worse 
than the beasts, and have less to eat 
and wear and protect them from the 
elements than the savage Innuit in a 
frigid climate who Mves today as he 
lived in the stone age ten thousand 
years ago.” This is an awful indict- 
ment to bring against modern civiliza- 
tion. Evidently it is not true of all 
men and women that they are in such 
@ stage of degredation and misery. But 
it is true of a great many large cen- 
ters of civilization commerce. 
What the auther unde es is to im- 
press upon the reader in terms that 
can by no possibility be misunderstood 
the frightful fact that there are liter- 
ally hundreds of thousands who are 
in that condition in the greatest me- 
tropelis in the world, in London, -he 
center of the richest country in the 
universe. It is no help saying that the 
poor are on account thetr 
own faults. Such is not the case ex- 
cept in a comparatively smal] percent- 
age of Instances. The -superficial tiew 
would regard all povefty and misery 
as deserved punishment. The facts are 
all against any such smug opinion of 
the excellence of the modern system. 
There are faults of society which have 
mot been studied by those who have 
been lapped in luxury and have had 
what is ever more demoralizing to the 
moral and benevolent sense, the stu- 
pid satisfaction that one’s good fortune 
is the resyit of one’s merits. A man 
comfortable and with an optimistic 
view of life does not hunt around for 
the sores of the social organism. He 
has to have them thrust under his 
eye. And if there are such books as 
this, written with skill and accuracy, 
if perhaps with a trifie too much paa- 
sion, though we can hardly be. sur- 
prised at the latter—if there are books 
that bring home to every sleek op- 
timist the horrors of life, we have rea- 
s0n to be devoutly thankful. Zcla’s 
“L’ moir’ made the  reader’s 
heart sick. It was a powerful and dis- 
tressing picture of life in the slums. 
But the present affécts us much 
more pleasantly, and for that we are 
thankful. It forces its truth upon the 


soul and there is no from the 
conclusions by the comfortable 
thought that the book after all is 


fiction. When the reader has laid down 
“The People of the Abyss” he finds 
himself more deeply moved and more 
convinced of the need of righting 
wrongs. He may differ from the writer 
as to the causes for the wrongs, and 
We do very markedly, but he has no 
hesitation to admit the wrongs and 
the need of sOme change.

It is chiefly for their sincerity that 
transcriptions stand 

among others as works of art. His 
rangements are not manufactured, but 
poetically conceived. It is true that 
they are sometimes ladened with em- 
bellishments, not hinted at in the orig- 
inal compositions, put while these ad- 
ditions may dazzle the listener with 
their technical dexterity, they lend a 
characteristic touch to the passages 
wherein they occur. One cannot speak 
too highly of the many transriptions 
of the songs of Beethoven, Schubert, 
Schumann, etc. In these there are cer- 
tainly no embellishments, except where 
they are congruous with the character 
of the song. But Liezt gives a setting 
of each verse of the songs that is con- 
vincingty characteristic of the words. 
In this respect he frequently surpasses 

the composer of the original song. 

In the volume before us all sorts 
transcriptions are to be found. There 
are free improvisations on waltz 
themes by Schubert, nine of which 
were gathered under the title of “Soi- 
rees de Vienna.” Liszt conceived and 
played them in Vienna in 1846, but he 
revised them carefully six yaers later 
at Weimar. Number six is the most 
popular of the series, but No. 4, with’ 
its question-like beginning, reminding 
one of Beethoven's Sonata Op. 31, No. 
3, has the same right to popularity. 
The three transcriptions of Schubert's 
songs were written at different periods: 
Fruhlingsglaub. (Faith in ring) and 
“Hark, Hark, the Lark,” during the 
years of travel, and it may be men- 
tioned at this occasion that with the 
latter Liszt fairly hypnotized his audi- 
ences; the beautiful “Du Bist die Ruh”’ 
(My Peace Thou Art,) dates from Wei- 
mar. T , ike Schumann's “Fruh- 
lingsnacht” (Spring Night,) and Men- 
delssohn's “Auf Flugeln des Hes- 
anges” (On Wings of Music,) are sim- 
ply piano transformations with only 
few and delicate additions: while in 
the Robert Franz number, Liszt has 
combined two sings, “Durch den Wald 
im Monenscheine” (Passing Through 
the Moonlit Woods.) and “Der Bote” 
(The Messenger.) The title paraphrase 
may be justiy attached to the first of 
the two Polish songs by Chopin, “The 
Maiden’s Wish,”” which is elaborate 
and brilliant; the smaller one, “The 
Ringlet,”’ on the contrary, is of charm. 
ing simplicity in its piano arrange- 
ment. The Sot 


rees Musicales de Ros- 
sini are again in the style of improvi- 
sations. When in Milan in 1£35, Laszt 
spent many an evening at the salon

Electro- Therapeutics. 
ELECTRO-DIAGNOSIs AND ELECTRO- 
THERAPEUTICS. By Toby Cohn. Trans- 
lated Frencis A. Scratchiey. Funk &

Electricity has become an important 
adjunct to the working tools of phy- 
sicians and surgeons. it has not, how- 
eVer, yet reached the significant posi- 
tion which iH is bound some day to 
hold, for with each advance in the un- 
derstanding of electricity its practical 
usefulness is increased. There, too, has 
been some drawback encountered in 
realizing the fullest possibilities of 
electricity in connection with the med- 
ical science in that the members of 
the profession have frequently been 
denied the use of this assistant in their 
work because of ignorance on their 
part. We have before us an authorized 
transiation, with reproductions of the 
original plates, of the most popular 
German manual! upon the kindred sub- 
jects of the diagnosis of disease and its 
cure by the use of electricity. Its au- 
thor, Dr. Toby Cohn of Berlin, is a 
practical instructor in these branches 
and wrote the book to satisfy an im- 
perative need in his classes. 

As Dr. Cohn explains in his preface 
the appeal of this work is to students 
and practicing physicians who are al- 
most wholly ignorant of the subjects 
of which it treats, owing to the method 
in which these have hitherto been pre- 
sented. “Students and physicians,” 
he says, “have general an aver- 
sion to all mathematical explanations 
and technical discuasions with which 
text-beoks of electro-therapeutics gen- 
erally begin.”” He, therefore, begins 


with an object lesson, the description of 
a single apparatus, & station appara 


tus for galvanic and faradic currents, 
Having presented in the simplest and 
briefest fashion the physica! princi- 
pies, a statement of which is demanded 
by any discussion, the author at once 
introduces the reader to the subject 
proper, actual diagnosis. In setting 
forth the physiological and pathologi- 
cal conditions to be considered, Dr. 
Cohn rigidly confines himself at the 
Start to those types that can be eas- 
ily comprehended and retained by the 
beginner. This schematic method is 
gradually modified and rendered prac- 
theal by the addition of those. varia- 
tidhs which will be found in regular 
practice. 
In his discussion of electro-therapeu- 
tics, the author is less pedagogic and 
more advosary. It is a subject in 
which the student who has mastered 
and is practicing electro-diagnosis can 
form his judgments for himself. The 
character of the work as an “object- 
lesson” text-book is greatly enhanced 
by the eight anatomical plates, with 
coverings of transparent paper upon 
which are indicated in red the. points 
of application of the electric current. 
The book contains a useful index.

Stories by Page. 

BRED IN THE BONE. By Thomas Netson 
Page. Charles Scribner's Sons, New York. 
The announcement of a new volume 

of short stories by Thomas Nelson 

Page is quite sufficient to arouse the 

interest of the reading public. Even 

the reviewer was conscious of a dis- 
tinct thrill at the sight of the magic 
name and settied down to his task 
with a vague hope of finding tn this 
return to Mr. Page's earlier mantier 

a hint of the glamor and the enchant- 

ment, which was cast over his im- 

agination when twenty years ago he 

wept beside “Marse Chan's” early 
grave, crossed the river with ‘“Marse 

George” in the gloom of a December 

midnight, “and helped “Meh Lady” 

“nurs dat rosebush” beside, which she 

had parted from her northern lover. 

But, alas for the vanity of literary 
expectations! The seven stories that 
make up “Bred in the Bone” are 
pleasant little sketches of contempor- 
ary life, excellently written, and 
evincing Mr. Page's skill -as a ra- 
conteur, but without a trace of the 
old magic. From another writer we 
might accept them with gratitude, 
but Mr. Page has once scored such 
a tremendous success as a writer of 
southern stories that we are doubly 
exacting as to the quality of his lit- 
erary efforts in that direction. Meas- 
uring his work by his work, we are 
jealous of its decline;-for we feel that 
the heart and brain that wrought for 
us those idealized conceptions of 
southern chivalry and more than 
feuded loyalty can and should create 
more such charming types. 

But a prejudice in favor of Mr. 
Page's earlier work must not blind 
us to the merits of the present voli- 
ume. The opening story, “Bred in 
the Bone,” is a clever description of 
the great race at the jockey club, and 


proves that the writer, like a true 
Virginian, not only knows a 
horse w he sees one, but loves 


to see the noble animal put through 
his paces. “Uncle Robin” and his 
“young master” are sympathetically 
treated, and the racing talk is ren- 
dered with spirit and. vigor. 

“The Specter in the Cart” is a well 
told narrative dealing with the mys- 
terious spirit world, which seems at 
times so strangely near us, and proves 
the inbred power of superstition. Dis- 
is “The Sheriff's 


who frequent the courtroom and 
are familiar with its routine. 
“Boys of ‘61,, and to the boys of 196, 
“The Long Hillside” will be equally 
fascinating. “A Christmas Peace” is 
a tender little story of a feud healed 
through the love of a little child, and 
is rather akin to “Santa Claus’s 
Partner,” which attained such popu- 
larity a year or se ago. The child's 
grandfather is of the type of the “Old 
Gentleman with the Black Stock,” 
high-bred, chivalrous, and impractical 
—the very essence of' the sdéuthern 
ideals of love and loyalty. Two of 
the stories deal with the negro in 
the changed conditions brought about 
the war, and are delightfully 
humorous sketches. One of these, 
“Uncle Jabez,”’ the much married man, 
explains his attractiveness thus: ‘I 
hardly know how I fools dese women. 
Dee wants to be fooled I believe. I 
thinks t'is beeuz dee wants t’ see 
what sde urrs marry me fer, an’ what 
dee done lief’ me. Women is mighty 
curisome folk.” A philosophic ex- 
planation of the many marriages 
which puzzle the friends of widows 
and widowers. 

“Mam’ Lyddy’s Recognition,” the 
closing story, is a bit of work which 
only a genuine student of the ways 
of the modern negro in the great 
cities, to which he is drawn by his 
natural gregariousness could have 
written. The demoralizing effect of 
“society” upon the old colored woman 
and the insinuating attention of the 
“Rev. Mr. Johnson” are most cleverly 
portrayed and are irresistibly ludic- 
rous. Especially amusing is the ef- 
fect produced on the members of the 
colored church by the ringing of “Mam. 
Lyddy’s’” dollar in the _ collection 
plate, and its influence in securing for 
her the coveted recognition. 

These stories lack the love motive 
80 prominent in their predecessors. 
This is, of course, natural, for the 
older a man grows the more he is 
convinced, that love is only one of the 
supreme incentives to human action. 
But the writer must never forget that 
to the majority of readers, a love 
story appeals far more power- 
fully than one dealing with any other 
subject, for the reader of stories is 
forever young. G. P. 


A Religious Novel. 
WHEN IT WAS DARK. By Guy Thorre. G. 

P. Putnam's Sons, New York. 

The author of this book is !mbued 
with ecclesiastic and high church ten- 
derness and holds in its entirety the 
view that the essence of Christianity 
lies in the resurrection of Christ. He 
believes that if this corner-stone be re- 
moved, the edifice must fall and involve 
in its ruin the entire social system. In 
support of this belief he has elabor- 
ated an original but most impossible 
plot, which describes the method by 
Which on most insufficient evidence 
the fact of the resurrection is supposed 
to be disproved, and its immediate ef- 
fect upon the world in the tremendous 
increase of crime, the paralyzing of 
philanthropic enterprise, and the utter 
stagnation of business. 

The forged evidence against the 
resurrection, which, like the skeptical 
arguments that caused Robert Els- 
mere’s loss of faith, would fail to con- 
vince any person of ordinary ‘tntelli- 
gence, is finally disproved through the 
efforts of a young clergyman... This 
gentieman is so peculiarly susceptible 
to spiritual influence that he is able to 
recognize the “antichrist” in a man 
whom every one else regards as a pat- 
tern of thus the great 

nspiracy is foile . 
is a curious medley of ec- 
clesiasticism, prejudice, superstition 
and sensationalism, and displays @ de- 
cided familiarity with the seamy side 
of Rife. The most significant chapters 
are those describing the effect of the 
supposed discovery upon the various 
denominations. The action of the con- 
sequent attitude of the Roman Catho- 
lic Church is characteristic, as is also 
the policy of the low church party and 
the non-committal position of the es- 
tablished church generally. The au- 
thor fs evidently well acquainted with 


|church affairs, and bitterly prejudiced

against all save that fraction of the 
body which claims his allegiance. The 
Roman Catholics, the Evangelical 
| Charch and the dissenters receive in 
turn their meed of disapproval, but 
strongest of all is his. anti-Semitic 
prejudice, the inheritance. of nineteen 
hundred years, which finds its outcome 
in ascribing* to a Hebrew the concep- 
tion of the plot against Christianity. 
The world for this writer is sharply 
divided into two classes of people—the 
followers of Christ and His enemies. 
the one representing all purity and 
virtue, -the other all vice and infamy. 
In this rigorous separation of good and 
evil lies the weakness of the character- 
drawing. The faultiess man and the 
man wholly and irredeemably wicked 
dwell only in the imagination of the 
idealist. It is in depicting the contra- 
dictory and often irreconcilable mo- 
tives which underlie our action that 
the psychological novelist does his best 
work and the failure to this curious 
intermingling of right a wrong 
marks an author as one little gifted in 
eanalytic power.

A Soul’s Experience. 
SIMON PETER, FISHERMAN. By Thomas. . 

Eaton & Mains, New York. 

That this Httle volume is the record 
of a-true spiritual experience will be 
the unanimous verdict of its readers. 
The author, whe veils his identity un- 
der the name of doubt- 
ing yet loyal disciple—is a clergyman, 
whose work, though conscientiously 
performed, fails in spiritual results, 
bringing neither conviction to his con- 
gregation nor happiness to himself. He 
needs, as tells us, a “personal Eas- 
ter Day,” for he is ever beholding the 
agony rather than the ascension. To 
him, Christ is more divine than human, 
more Savior than friend. Besides a 
storm-tossed lake in the woodlands of 
Maine he meets Simon Peter, fisherman, 
to whom the Christ has been revealed 
in the fullness of His humanity, and 
to whose bewildered brain the centu- 
ries since the crucifixion are but as 
yesterday, for he identifies himself with 
the apostle whose name he bears, and 
lives in constant remembrance of the 
life he belleves to have been led by 
the Master and His disciples beside the 
Lake of Galilee. Through the simple 
faith of the fisherman the soul of 
“Thomas” is enabled to shake off the 
garm of doubt, and to clothe itself 
with ¢t mantle of rejoicing, through 
realization of the glorified humanity cf 
Christ, and Thomas returns to his work 
feeling that he has seen God face to 
face and lived. 

Of the sincerity of with 
which this book is written there can be 
no doubt, but whether an experience 
sO unusual should be given publicity is 
another question. Religion and certain 
forms of insanity have long been close- 
ly allied in the minis of scoffers, and 
the obvious inference to be drawn from 
the book would tend to confirm this 
imfression. A second criticism might 
also be that the legitimate effect of re- 
ligion is not to drive men from the 
world, but into it, only with a renewed 
power of consecration. Twenty-five 
years of tsolation from mankind is not 
in keping with the life and work of 
Christ, who left the world for but the 
brief seasons of splritual refreshing 
and then returned to his work therein. 
A third and still more serious objec- 
tion és that the book, Iike those written 
by the Rev. Charles Sheldon, though 
unquestionably sincere, savors of ir- 


reverence. We need, especially in these 
days of ous investigation, te be 
doubly hr 1 tn approaching holy 


und, for if once the divinity of 
hrist overshadowed His humapnity, 
now it seems difficult to catch even a 
glimpse of His divinity in the all 
sorbing study of His humanity. 

Yet the book in question is not in- 
tended as a discussion of a problem. It 
is the vital experience of a soul, and 
as such partakes of the interest be- 
longing to life and its deep things. It 
will appeal to the class for whom it 
was written, earnest-minded men con- 
scious of their spiritual limitations and 
longing for spiritual growth. 

From a literary standpoint, “Simon 
Peter’ is inartistic; the style is poor, 
the conversation lacks reality and the 
language of Peter himself is a most 
incongruous medley of homely talk and 
speech that would befit an educated 


man. One must believe that the au- 
thor, at least, occasionally, clothed 
Peter’s thought in language owed 
from his own sermons. oO.

The two new volumes on the Hups 
Indians, by Prof. Pliny Earle Goddard, 
will take high rank in the ethnological 
literature of this country. Prof. God- 
dard’s books represent the first work of 
any extent on the subjects treated, and 
the information they contain was ob- 
tained at first hand, during a residence 
of more than three years on the Hupa 
Valley Reservation and from several 
special expeditions to the territory and 
shorter stays among the people studied. 

The two volumes, moreover, are en- 
tirely objective in-their mode of treat- 
ment, containing only statements of 
fact regarding the history, customs and 
literature of the Hupa, with no conclu- 
sions regarding causes or origins; and 
as first and fundamental work on the 
subject they are perhaps the more val- 
uable on that account; although ft is 
to be hoped that Prof. Goddard will in 
the future add to the obligations. of 
students of ethnology by a separate 
treatise on origins, embodying the re- 
sults of special study and investiga- 

on. 

The work of both of Prof. Goddard's 
volumes has been done with great 
thoroughness. In the first of the two, 
the Hupa are studied from many view- 
points, beginning with their natural 
environment and human neighbors, 
passing to their history, their arts and 
‘trades, amusements, religion, general 
organization, peculiar social rites and 
usages. A vast number of general con- 
clusions regarding social evolution 
have already been drawn, by students 
of ethnology, from the marriage and 
religious customs of barbaric tribes, 
and many such usages of the Hupa, as 
described by Prof. Goddard, are very 
suggestive. The arts and trades of 
the Hupa are also s tive and 
treated in much 4détail. he volume 
contains a large number of very beau- 
tiful plates illustrative of these arts 
and trades, together with a map of 
the Hupa Valley. 

The volume of Hupa texts Is in no 
wise inferior to the other in interest, 
and the work has been done with the 
same thoroughness and the same com- 
plete elimination of personal views 
that inepire confidence and admiration 


in the first volume. The texts were 
collected by Prot.

The texts themselves are divided un- 
der three heads—texts of myths and 
tales, texts relating to dances and 
feasts, and forrmulas of ‘private medi- 
cines. All are deeply interesting to 
the ethnologist. An extensive index 
accompanies this volume. 

The books are printed, as Govern- 
ment and Universtty publications are 
coming to be, after the manner of Ger- 
man and some other foreign technical 
works, with handsome text and wide 
margins but paper cover, to sell at 
more moderate price to the student and 
receive binding at his option and ac- 
cording to his individual taste. 

Prof. Goddard's work was performed 
in part under the auspices of the Cali- 
fornia Academy of Sciences, but 
chiefly through the’ Department of An- 
thropology of the University of Cali- 
fornia, and thanks are due these in- 
stitutions and the very generous friend 
of the last named, Mrs. Phoebe 4A. 
Hearst, from the author for the op- 
portunity afforded for this very schol- 
arly work.

The book is in the form of letters, 
which purport to come from Hon. Wil- 
Ham ey, ex-Governor, and for- 
mer veteran of practical politics, and 
are written to friend and protegé, 
Ned, who is “still busy carving a ca- 
reer back in the old State.” 

Although it is undoubtedly fair to 
judge a book entirely on its own mer- 
its, the letter form and the general 
style of these “tattlings’’ remind one 
so strongly, in a distant way, of the 
“Letters of a Self-made Merchant” 
that one can hardly avold the conclu- 
sion that the author has attempted to 
accomplish with regard to political life 
somewhat the same thing that is at- 
tained In the other book with regard 
to business. And Mr. Crissey’s book 
certainly suffers severely in compari- 
son with the other, for it has nothing 
of the sparkle and epi wit, 
comparatively little of the shrewd ob- 
servation of men and things, but small 
measure of the satire of the business 
letters. Mr. Crissey did an unwise 
thing to put his book into letter form 
and force comparison with what at 
once suggests itself as his model. 

Judged quite by itself the “tattlings” 
are not uninteresting, Mr. Cris- 
sey’s style is not as well suited this 
sort of book as to his “Country Boy,” 
which is good work. Some of the anec- 
dates related by his retired iftician 
would be effective if told th more 
of dramatic art. The book remains a 
tame piece. of work through lack of 
the drama skill that would drive 
home its incident and give point to 
its aphorisms.

ECORD OF 
UNION THUGS. 


Great Number of Vicious As- 
saults on Non-Union Men 
Since Stablemen’s Strike. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE} 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 17.— 
Since the strike of the stable- 
‘men began there have been no 
less than one hundred and 
eighty-three vicious assaults 
made on non-union men by 
union thugs. Out of these as- 
saults several have resulted in 
injuries which almost cost the 
recipients their lives. Scores of 
thugs congregate about the sta-, 
bles and about the freight yards 
every day, and it makes little 
difference to them whether the 
victim is aunion man or a non- 
union man. What these fellows 
-are after is a chance to attack 
some weakling who cannot put 
‘up a fight. They thus terrorize 
the quiet members of unions, 
and let them ynderstand that it 
is unsafe to go against the 
wishes of the tough element 
in the unions. 

It seems almost improbable 
but the fact remains that out 
of all these cases of murderous 
assault there have been but 
three men punished by the 
courts. These three were let 
off with such light punishment 
that it was rather a premium 
on thuggery than an effort at 
suppression. The police courts, 
_gided and abetted by a police 
force that is a disgrace to the 
city, seem to look upon the 
scoundrelly acts of unionists as 
mere bits of boyish fun.

WORKMEN WELL CARED FOR. 
With 75,000 idle railroad men in the 
East, the country is. full of skilled 
freight handlers who are glad to get 
jobs. The Southern Pacific has taken 
advantage of conditions in the East 


and has brought a large number of- 


good men out to work in the freight 
sheds. These men receive $2.50 a day 


-as regular pay, and also get a bonus 


of an additional $2.50 a day if they 
stay through the strike. In addition 
to this amount of money the men get 
free board and lodging and receive 
full protection. 

The trouble with the Freight Hand- 
lers’ Union comes entirely from a 
hoodlum:element which makes itself 
so strongly felt that the honest work- 
men dare not go against their wishes. 
The president and vice-president of 
the union, for a wonder, are decent 
fellows, and tried all tn their power 
to prevent a strike, but they were 
and overruled by the 
thug element. Out of the 400 mem- 
bers of the union who have been 
thrown out of work by the strike, ful- 
ly half of them were opposed to the 
action, but were coerced into acquies- 
cence by the threats of personal vio- 
lence. 

STRIKERS ARE COWARDS. 

That the striking hackmen and 
stablemen are cowards is proven by 
their actions. A case in point was 
noticed last week. A gentleman hired 
& carriage from the stables of Kelly 
Bros. to take his daughter to the 
High School, where she was to grad- 
The carriage came all] right, 
notwithstanding the fact that the 
strikers say no carriages can run with- 
out their consent. After the exercises 
were over the hack was called for 
at the door of the school. There was 
a number of hacks there and the 
question was asked where the hack 
was from.. When told that it was 
from _Kelly’s the hackmen set up a 
laugh and jeered at the gentleman. 
They said the carriage would not 
come, and if it did it could not take 
his daughter home. 


Just at that time the carriage drove | 


up and the driver descended from his 
seat. The gentleman asked if he 
needed any assistance in trouble with 
the other hackmen. The reply was 
terse and to the point. The driver 
said, looking at the crowd of skulk- 
ing cowards, “There is not a man in 
that whole crowd.

HE WAS A GOOD FELLOW. 

So long as a man spends his money 
freely with his fellow-unionists, and 
fills them up with steam beer and 
cheap cigars, it makes little difference 
to them what crime he may be guilty 
of in getting the money. This is 
again exemplified in the case of Busi- 
ness Agent Speck, of the Brewery 
Workers’ Union. Speck is a big, 
hearty, bluff fellow, a typical brewer. 
It took him but a short time to get 
in a position of trust with his union. 
But now he is among the missing 
and with him has gone $4000 of union 
money. Speck’s intentions were never 
bad. He did not take the money to 
lay it by for his own old age, neither 
did he speculate with it or blow it on 
horse races. He used it to increase 
his popularity with the union, and in- 
cidentally to have a good time with 
the boys.

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WHY WORLD'S FAIR - 


FAILURE. 


Four Million “Dollar ‘Robbery 
Charged to Unions—How They AI. 
most Prevented Completion of the 
_Enterprise—Infamous Methods. 


AMES _E. SCRIPPS writes 
J an unusually interesting World's 
Fair letter to the Detroit 
News-Tribune, and speaks plainly 
and to e point not only re- 
garding the fair, but also the causes 
which have jeopardized the success 
of the great undertaking. Referring 
to President Francis and the work on 
the fair Mr. Scripps says in part: . 
“As a politician he (President Fran- 
cis) catered.too much to the labor 
unions, which by the delays they have 
occasioned and the extortions§ they 
have practiced have well nigh ruined 
the whole enterprise. The exposition 
has been open a month—the most val- 


|uable month in its history—and yet it 


is incomplete; and the responsibility 
for all this is laid upon the unions 
which have been wont to call off the 
workmen on every pretext with utter 
disregard to the great interests they 
were jeopardizing. 

“From what is told me there prob- 
ably never has been a more flagrant 
hold-up in the history of labor than 
this exposition has seen. At the outset 
mechanics were receiving 30 or 40 
cents per hour and it was upon this 
basis that contractors made their es- 
timates. Gradually as they felt able 
the unions advanced wages, step by 
step, till one dollar per hour came to 
be an ofdinary rate of wages. Fear- 
ful of not being ready for the open- 
ing, all demands were yielded to, and 
it is now estimated that no less sum 
than $4,000,000 has thus been robbed 
by the unions. a 

“AS an illustration take the case of 
the Michigan building. The contrac- 
tors were Rickman & Son of Kala- 
mazoo, and the contract price was 
$14,000. The Messrs. Rickman took 
their own workmen from Michigan, 
but they were only permitted to work 
upon receiving the St. Louis scale. 
Thus the building was made to cost 
$18,000 and the unfortunate contrac- 
tors find themselves $4000 out of 
pocket with no way in which it can 
be made up to them. The Mes&rs. 
Rickman were simply robbed of go 
much. 

“As another {llustration of the over- 
bearing course of the union I am told 
that just at a time when there was 
the greatest necessity for rushing 
work on the buildings, some experts 
in handling plaster casts were brought 
from various museums of the country 
to take charge of the unpacking of 


the gasts for the sculpture gallery. 
As they were not members of any 


union every blessed workman threw 
down his tools and for a few days 


‘suspended all work until these experts 


had finished the job they were em- 
ployed on. Then work on the build- 
ings was resumed. It is claimed to 
be in consequence of such unwar- 


\Tantable action on the part of the 


‘unions that with the best month of 
the six for which the exhibition is to 
remain open already everything 
‘is still in an incomplete state. The 
labor unions of the country would do 
well to take up the matter and put 
themselves on record as disapproving 
‘the St. Louls methods. No argument 
for the open shop could be more po- 
tent than the experience of union 
domination in this great national en- 
terprise. .

Italian Visitor. 

It is again stated, and apparently 
with authority, that Ermete Novelll, 
the celebrated Italian tragedian, will 
visit America next season. He has 
never been here and his name is un- 
familiar to most Americans, but he is 
a great figure in his own land. The 
Theater magazine gives this sketch of 
his career: Novelli is now in his 
prime, having but lately turned 50— 
he was born in Lucca in 1851. 
good family and classical education, 
his natural intelligence and predilec- 
tion for the stage have been fostered 
in the best schools, while his strongly- 
marked, physiognomy from the first 
gave definite direction to his ambi- 
tious talents. In this respect, his case 
is like that of the elder Coquelin; and 
he resembles the French comedian in 
intellectual subtlety of characteriza- 
tion, no less than in certain distinc- 
tively “natural” methods of his art. 
At the age of 15 Novelli made - his 
début as an amateur at Milan. His 
success brought him at once into the 
professional ranks, where he won an 
early reputation in the line of comic 
jeune premiers. This seemed mani- 
fest destiny, with the big-nose comedy 
mask which nature had given him. 
He wisely shunned the poetico-ro- 
mantic. At 20 he engaged with the 
masterful impresario Pleriboni, and 
acquired soméwhat of his unrivaled 
technic. Subsequently he played two 
years with Paolo Ferrari, who in his 
time was considered Italy’s greatest 
acto?. 

Character parts, both light and 
heavy, now became Novelli’s specialty, 
and his active mind reached out for 
the world’s dramatic masterpieces. He 
acted in his own versions—or reduc- 
tions, as the Italians call them-—of 
Shakespeare's “Hamlet,” “Othello,” 
“Merchant of Venice” and “Taming 
of the Shrew.’’ Like Coquelin, he has 
written monologues by the hundred, 
and delivers them with tnimitable ef- 
fect. In 1884, heading his own coth- 
pany, Novelli became a “circuit di- 
rector.” Impresario, actor and 
dramatist, like a modern Moliere, he 
traveled extensively and with varying 
fortunes, visiting most of the Eu- 
ropean countries, crossing the Atian- 
tic to South America and Mexico. His 
first notable foreign conquest was 
made in Madrid in 1890. In Italy he 
has been, perhaps, the foremost cham- 
pion of the modern natural school of 
acting, of which, with his marvelous 
mobility of features, range of vocal 
expression, ease of gesture and 
straight simplicity of style, he is to- 
day one of the best living exponents. 
His wife, Signora Giannini, has been 
for some years associate! with him as 
the female star of his company of 
players. It is not stated whether or 
not she will accompany him to Amer- 
ica.—(Springfleld (Mass.) Republican. 


Educating Actors. 

Among the many strange peculiari- 
ties of human nature none can be pro- 
nounced more strange than the ten- 
dency we all have to sit in judgment 
on our fellows, marking their faults 
and foibles and passing lightly over, if 
not entirely ignoring their merits. In 
a sense this may be a wise provision 
of nature, as it tends to keep vanity in 
check, and though it may be slighty 
disheartening at first, ultimately it 
must be productive of good effects, as 
it cannot fail to spur us on towards 
higher achievements, and while mak- 
ing us Cognizant of our imperfections, 
it does not, if we are made of the 
proper stuff, in any way impede our 
path towards progress. 

It can be safely said that no class of 
people in the world receives so much 
good advice as do the followers of the 
dramatic profession, and while it may 
not always be of the best and clearest, 
actors and actresses are compelled to 
‘listen to it, and when given by a star 
or stage manager they wisely ‘adopt it, 
for a refusal to do so might mean a 
severance of those friendly relations 
which imply a permanent engagement 
with the added stigma of being pro- 
nounced a “kicker;” or, worse still, a 
person exceedingly difficult to get 
along with. It is obvioud that the 
present tondition of the stage renders 
it superfluous for an actor or actress 
to even make an attempt at thinking; 
thinking is reserved for the stage di- 
rector alone, and the men and women 
who endeavor to embody his lofty and 
sometimes abstruse mental operations 
must be as potter’s clay in his hands, 
to be moulded as he wills while ac- 
cepting unqnuestioningly the scintilla- 
tions of a mind that may or may not 
be familiar with all that is best and 
brightest in literature. To be sure 
this course may have a deadening ef- 
fect on the spontaneity of a cultured 
actor, but what right has an _ actor, 
either cultured or uncultured, to be 
spontaneous? He attends rehearsals 
to be taught, and where the stage di- 
rector is supreme it would be an im- 
pertinence for an actor to take the 
initiative and think for himself. 
Messrs. Benfamin Teal and Max Free- 
man are credited with wonderful. pro- 
fundity of thought at rehearsals, and 
woe betide the actor who dares to 
think in their majestic presence. This 
was not always the vogue, but we have 
progressed and now the veriest block- 
head, if he obeys orders, is more like- 
ly to be persona grata with the mana- 
ger than !s the brilliant fellow who 
has made a life study of his profession 
and who has all of its details at his 
finger ends. 

The kindly gentlemen who devote so 
much attention to the art of acting 
and who for a mere trifie undertake 
to agsist actors and actresses in the 
pee of their duties under the 
guise of friendly criticism in the col- 
umns of the daily and week! 
understand the art so thoroughly that 
at a moment's notice they can tell 
even the stage director himself how ail 
the parts in the piece should be played, 
and though they may not know the O. 
P. side from a stage brace, they wi!! 
expatiate most fluently on the cause 
of the failure or the reason for wha: 
they term the partial success of th> 
performance. God bless the dramatic 
critics! What would the stage: be 
without them? How would its follow- 
ers attain proficiency in their calling 
if there were no censors at their el- 
bows to tell them how to play their 
parts? And it is a cause of unceasing 
wonderment how Shakespeare came to

write such good pieces as he did with- 
out their aid, and how Burbage, Ed- 
ward Alleyn and Betterton ever per- 
formed their parts successfully with- 
out the aid of these disinterested 
gentlemen who give unsolicited advice 
gratis and who care so much for the 
glory of the stage that they will write 
more copiously of a clown’s per- 
formance in a sttaitjacket than they 
will of an actor’s wnostentationus ap- 
pearance in a legitimate play.—([N. Y. 
Dramatic News. ]

It has been a successful year, ar- 
tistically, and an unsuccessful one 
financially. The public has feasted 
its soul to satiety upon some things 
doubtless the best of their kind, while 
the artists—or their mangers—-have 
figuratively walked and eaten pick- 
up sandwiches. - 

No individual musician created half 
the stir or personal enthusiasm 
evoked by that incomparable singer, 
Mme. Ernestine Schumann-Heink. 
Her art its a glorious realization of 
the ultimate scope of vocal and intel- 
lectual perfection. There is probably 
no greater singer in the world. 

Marcella Sembrich, equally adver- 
tised and once possessed of qualities 
almost as fine, did not prove an equal 
success by any means. Getting old, 
that is all—but with a singer this 
“all” is really the Omega of a career. 

Duss came, with an orchestra care- 
fully attuned to playing under the 
rconcertmaster’s bow, while the mil- 
lionaire director made rhythmic mo- 
tions with his willow wand above 
their unseeing heads. Nordica sang 
with them, sang with dramatic fire 
and intense fervor, but somehow she 
didn't take ery well, and the aggre- 
gation left town shaking the ungrate- 
ful dust from its aristocratic feet in 
high dudgeon. 

Blauvelt fared better. Gifted with a 
dainty voice, as scrupulously perfect 
as her Dresden-china personality, she 
made hosts of friends among the An- 
gelefios.

How long since we have heard a 
better pianist than Harold Bauer? 
This German-Englishman. has impris- 
oned in the tips of his fingers all the 
massive harmonic thunder of a young 
Beethoven, and his ability to release 
the melodic beauty is almost as great 
as his inner con music. 
Great applause, newspaper notices 
twelve inches long, and another finan- 
cial failure. 

Then we. are blessed with two 
choral societies. They are rivais— 
strong riv but in a friendly way 
such rivalry is the source of real ar- 
tistic life. One, under the direction 
of Julius Albert Jahn, has offered 
Massenet’s “Eve,” “Arminius,” and 
other works of much merit and equal 
‘technical difficulty. The other, guided 
by the baton of,Harry Barnhart, has 
drawn together musicians from all! 
over Southern California, resulting in 
a welding of musical forces, with Los 
Angeles as a center. 

Los Angeles has gained since last 
June that tremendous musical organ- 
ization, Ellery’s Italian band. No 
other city of double this size has such 
an aggregation of players. They are 
coming back to us in the fall, aug- 
mented by more soloists, and with the 
erratic but matchless Chiaffarelli still 
at their head. : 

The Symphony Orchestra has done 
good work during the winter just 
past. Faithfully, during good times 
and in bad, Hamilton and his men 
have elevated the standard of instru-

mental interpretation, and have sent 
forta through the length an@ breadth 
of the land a musica] reputation for 
us. 

We have gained a few during the 
twelvemonth who are a credit to their 
profession and valued help to the ar- 
tistic life of the city. First among 
these may be named Storek, 
pianist, and next that growing young 
violin master, Herbert Ritchie. 

During the summer the interest will 
center in the near productions at 
Long Beach. The “Chautauqua” and 
the “Festival” both promise good 
things. They are the conceptions, in 
their musical nature, of two rival 
managerial firms, and the choruses 
will be handlel by rival conductors. 
Rival singers will act as soloists, and 
rival orchestral players—albeit with 
the same director—will furnish the 
background of instrumental harmony. 
This is a good thing; may the muses 
forbid the day when a musical mo- 
nopoly shal! reign over Los Angeles. 

Next season it is to be hoped that 
we may have all this and more. Fur- 
ther, ‘tis a consummation devoutly to 
be wished that certain managers shall 
make a little profit, else they quit the 
business and the Angel City suffer 
from a period of artistic drought. 

We do not expect all that we would 
like next year. We want a grand 
opera season, but in all probability 
we will not have it, unless some wan- 
dering troupe strands on the. Pacific 
shore and is 4ompelied to sing its 
way out. 

There is no reason why we should 
not hear some great male singers im 
the months that are to come. We 
have had no tenor but Russo and no 
bass but Watkin Mills in recent con- 
certs, and we are getting musically 
hungry. Then, too, we would like to 
see the half-forgotten promise of 
Jacques Thibaud made good. There 
is little to compare with a_ violin 
genius for genuine soul satisfaction. 


Prices next season?. Some say 
therc’s theagub. It is certain that au- 
diences at the “popular” concerts

COMBINE TO 
STEAL GRAIN. 


Dealers ‘Accuse Teamsters of 
Serious Crime. 


Scathing Report Ready for 
Milwaukee Convention. 


Conditions Especially Bad at 
St. Louis. | 


Grain dealers at their national con- 
vention in Milwaukee, June 22, will 
have a novel phase of the union labor 
évil,to deal with. This is the dis- 
honesty of union teamsters, who, in a 
report to be submitted to the 1500 
delegates at the convention, are 
cha by the advisory committee pf 
the Grain Dealers National association 
with ‘having combined to steal grain 
from railroad cars.” Especially in St. 
Louis and East St. Louis are the steal- 
ings of the teamsters going on per- 
eistently, the pilfering operations be- 
ing tendered easy there because of the 
fact that the railroads and  Obridge 
companies and ferry-boat concerns 
have failed to adopt a uniform sya- 
tem for handling or inspection of 
grain at these important centers of 
the grain-shipping business. 

“Stealage has not only been done by 
petty thieves,” says the report, “but 
it is positively known that raHroad 
yard employé and teamsters have 
combined to steal grain from cars in 
railroad yards. Teamsters have been 
known purposely to leave grain ih 
cars so that the sweeping privilege 
might be sold, and they have also been 
known to supply their friends, the 
a with feed for their 


All the teamsters in the grain- 
hauling business are union men and 
it is regarded as significant that their 
unions are especially “strong” in St. 
Louis and Bast St. Louis, where dis- 
honesty prevails among them in a 
remarkable way—disclosed by the in- 
vestigation of the grain dealers. 


Since the organization of the Grain 
Dealers, ..ational Association nine 
years ago at a meeting in this 
city that great body represent- 
ing hundreds of millions invested 
in the grain business, has been 
making a vigorous fight for the 
amelicration of the shipping condi- 
tions at St. Louis, East St. Louis and 
Memphis. 

Because of the large brewertes lo-— 
cated in St. Louis and across the 
M.ssiesippi river in East St. Louis, the 
terminai yards in those cities have be- 
come of great importance in the grain 
trade. It has been asserted by the 
dealers that the railroads and ferry 
companies doing business with the 
grain-consuming industries or the 
shippers on both sides of the river 
“have practically refused” to protect 
any grain handled by them or placed 
in their yards, and that their method 
of handling grain delivered to them 
by other transportation companies 
causes great delay, the work of mak! 
ing delivery being so slow that the 
grain deteoratcs in quality and serious 
loss is incurred by the owner. 


GO, Z2RNMENT’S ATTACK ON COM- 
BINE. 


“Fortunately for the grain trade,” 
said Secretary. George A. Stibbens in 
his last report, “the war department 
and the attorney general of the state 
of Missouri recently commenced suit 
against the bridge combine at St. 
Louis, including the Terminal Rail- 
way Company, Wiggins Ferry Com- 
pany and the St. Louis Terminal as- 
sociation for the purpose of annuling 
taeir charters, as it is charged they « 
are throttling the commerce of St. 
Louis. It is hoped the suits will have 
ioe aesired effect and compe) the com- 
to handle expeditiously the 
property instrusted to their care.” 

Secretary Stibbens named two large 
railroads, two  Trans-Mississtppi 
bridge «»mpanies and a ferry com- 
pany is “the most arbitrary concerns 
handling grain for the western coun- 


try.” 
POLITICS BLAMED. 

In the advisory committee's report, 
already referred to, 1s the following: 

“General conditions at St.-Louis and 
East .t. Louis are complicated because 
of the etate laws of both Missouri and 
lilinois, besides the special charter of 
the city of St. Louis, thus involving 
three separate state and city govern- 
ments and also hampered by three 
different political interests. 

“Tpe weighing department of the 
Merchants’ Exchange has been op- 
posed by certain interests because of 
pecuniary reasons, but during the past 
year, under the management of a de- 
termined weighing committee, of 
which John E. Geraghty is chairman 
and ably assisted by James H. Warren, 
chief weighmaster, the supervision has 
become established and their system 
of work improved so that the weigh- 
ing department is now absolutely 
competent to give good supervision of 
weights and yirnish records of condi- 
tion of cars abd car seals, besides hay- 
ing directly in their employ a force 
of watchmen in the railroad yards to 
protect the property of the shipper. 

“Railroad terminals are being 
operated in a manner that results in 
ears being delayed an unreasonable 
length of time, and we found instances 
where cars Were not placed for un- 
loading for thirty dayg after being or- 
dered placed, during which time they 
are held at ouisi@e tracks with no 
police protection whatever. Seals are 
found broken on a large number of 
t.ese cars and it- is safe to conclude 
that “rain bas been stolen from such 


“Car seals are replaced by the 
Missouri state grain inspectors, but 
the Illinois state grain inspectors do 
not reseal the cars after inspection, 
but Jeave this for the railroad yard 
clerks to a duty of which they ..are 
extremely negligent.” , 

SEVEN RAILROADS CENSURED. 

In this report seven railroad yards 
are named as having “no police pro- 
tection except what the railroad com- 
panies pretend to give, which amounts 
to no protection whatever and under 
which continual stealing takes place.” 

The advisory committee, making its 
rounds of inspection, found the con-

epigrams. Most of those with the 
sharpest sting are directed at the mug- 
wump. Fof example: 

“A mugwump under a microscope 
is nothing but a Democrat with 
wings.” 

“Don't follow a mugwump: for his 
virtue is only disappointment, and 
his honesty is but absence of oppor- 
tunity.” 

“To him his creator seems to have 
presented the unfortunate alternative 
of being either obnoxious or obscure, 
and he has made the mistake of choos- 
ing the former.” 

Here are a few drives at the Demo- 
crats: 

“It is to the credit of Grover Cleve- 
land that they see more in him than 
he does in them.

oratory. In all Bibb County, Georgia, 
no man is better known than Harrv 
Stillwell Edwards, who Sprang sud- 
denly into national fame some eight 
years ago as the winner of a ze of- 
fered in competition by a hicago 
newspaper for the best. “story of 
mystery.” He had already done for 
the magazines some clever but not 
conspicuous work in fiction, descrip- 
tive of Southern life and manners, 
most of the scenes being laid in and 
about Macon. He is descended- from 
one of the oldest and best Georgia 
families, whose fortunes had been 
ruined by the Civil War. Young Ed- 
wards was thrown upon his own re- 
sources for a living as soon as 
came of age, and his thoughts turned 
toward writing. Albert Lamar, who 
was then editing the Macon Tele- 
graph, decided’ to give him a trial. 
A.iter some fairly successful work as 
reporter and assistant editor, the 
young man stumbled upon an idea for; 
an. experiment in a large field. It 
bore fruit in “The Boone County 
Safe.”” a humorous nar@tive, founded 
on fact, descriptive'of the _ terrible 
time the officers of a backwoodse coun- 
ty had in moving a big office safe from 
the railroad to the county seat, over 
twenty miles of Georgia road. 

This story led to his trying a few 
manuscripts on the magazines, and 
his success in placing these prompted 
him to give up his newspaper salary 
to 
literature. Then came the advertise- 
ment of the prize contest for a mys- 
tery story. His dependence on fugi- 
tive contributions had proved, as is 
usual, rather disappointing, and he 
resolved to recruit his bank account, 
if possibile, with this prize money. He 
won, and a check for $10,000 came by 
the next post. The first thing he did 
was to give half the money to his wife 
outright, and use the rest to make 
himself square with the world, and 
take his family for a pleasure trip 
through the North.

No- 
body had the slightest idea that he 
would win at the polls; but the 
negroes got together, the Democrats 
happened to be apathetic, and the 
town was treated to a shock on read- 
ing in the newspapers that it had a 
colored alderman. He was, indeed, 
the first negro elected to office in a 
Southern Democratic city since the re- 
consiruction period; and all sorts of 
dite prophecies were indulged as to 
the treatment he would receive from 
his white colleagues. | 

As a matter of fact, noone could | 
have been treated better. He sat 
with white men in the intimacy of 
committee’ work, and received every 
possible mark of respect and courtesy.

Gems from Campo. 


In production of valuable gems, the 
mountain section lying between Campo 
and the desert promises to prove an-« 
other Pala or Mesa Grande, alth 
the character of the discoveries toe 
date varies somewhat from those made 
at the latter places. A number of 
Campo residents and others are; be- 
coming Interested In the new section, 
and {t is expected that considerubie 
development work will be done on 
claims during thé present year. 

Col. J. P. Jones, the customs 
stationed at Campe and Wil! Hill 
that place have some interesting spece- 
imens of crystals found in the neigh- 
borhood. The principle gem discovery 
so far made is zircon or hyacinth, a 
crystal occurring in a number of colors 
and cutting into a very handsome 
stone. Some of the largest will cut 
nearly three carats. Col. Jones has 
also some very handsome red crystals, 
of the nature of a ruby. Supervisor 
James A. Jasper ts also interested in 
the mining possibilities of the section 
and has taken crystals east with him 
in order to secure expert opinion re- 
garding them. His return is awaited 
with no little interest. 

“Doc” Wilson of the San Diego Gem 
Company and a fellow-prospector are 
now working some of their claims and

Dairymen and Cattle -breeders’ Re- 
ceive Full Measure of Attention at 


St. Louis—Latest 
Great Industry. 


‘‘Pointers’ on the

LOUIS, June 13—In accord- 


ance with the principle 
down by the organizers of 
the St, Louis Exposition that 
there should. be a practical side 


to the show along every line of in- 
dustrial enterprise, the particular in- 
terests of dairymen and the breeders 
of dairy cattle receive a full meas 
ure of attention. This is as it should 
be, for it needs no piling up of oft- 
quoted statistics to show that the a- 
nual products of the cow throughout 
@ vast agriguitural country like the 
United States largely surpass in dol- 
Jar value the gold, silver and other 
precious metals won every year from 
all the mines in the land. Moreover, 
there is not a home, from the richest 
to the humblest, that is not directly 
interested in securing’ the best, the 
purest and the most economically 
supplies of milk, cream, 
utter and cheese. As the exposition 
is also an international undertaking, 
it has furthermore to be remembered 
that there are countries which spe- 
cialize in supplying the world’s de- 
mand for these necessaries—notably 
Denmark, Sweden and Switzerland, 
in Europe* and the Australasian colo- 
nies of Victoria, New South Wales 
and New Zealand, whose butter and 
cheese exports to London are now 
conducted on an immense scale and 
with splendid commercial organiza- 
tion. So, not only Americans, but 
' men of many nations, will turn their 
eyes to St. Louis for the tatesi “point- 
ers”. bearing on the great dairying 
industry. 

Ouwe: more, this is as it should be. 
for a’tuough that priceless invention, 
tne cream separator, which has made 
cooperative dairying possible, came 
from Denmark, it is in America that 
the principle of communa) creameries 
Wae first carried to its fuliest and 
most profitable development. This 
has been due, ih part, to the inventive 
genius of the American people, for 
inost of the other appliances neces- 
sary in the business have originated 
on Side of the Atlantic. A 
ly number of these have been designed 
at State Agricultura! Colleges by the 
trained experts retained both for 
teaching and for research, and in ac- 
cordance witn the fine code of honor 
observed in-American public institu- 
tcns, such inventions have not been 
patented or cx»loited for individual 
fain, vut have given to the pub- 
lic ior the dreest use and the widest 
possible benefit. 

TWO {MPORTANT APPLIANCES. 

Two of these appliances must be 
Specially referred to, tor not only are 
they second in importanc2 only to the 
cream separator in the equipment of 
every modcl dairy, but they are es- 
Sential to the proper conduct of the 
eiaborate tests at St. Louis which | 
am about to descrive in detail. I re- 
fer to the milk tester invented by 
Prof. Babcock of Wisconsin Univer- 
sity. and the sampling tube designed 
by Prof. Scovell, director of the Ken- 
tucky State Experimental Station. 
Both are -simple—some of the finest 
inventions in the world are the sim- 
plest. The Scovell sampling tube 
may be described first, for by its aid 
the true. sample of milk for the 
tester is tzken. It consists of a hol- 
low cylinder, open at the top.: but 
capped at the bottom by a sliding 
piece which, when open, admits the 
milk through large apertures, but 
ean be closed like a telescope by 
-@imple pressure from above. In this 
way is secured an absolutely true 
Sample of the milk as it stands in tie 
pail, from top to bottom—both of the 
creamier and lighter upper layers, 
and of the heavier under layers less 
Frich in butterfat. It is obvious that 
this is, the first essential to success, 
for haphazard sampling in such deli- 
cate experiments would give haphaz- 
ard, conflicting and utterly useless re- 
sults. Next the Babcock tester 
comes into operation. A small bot- 
tle is provided with a long neck grad- 
uated in similar manner to a ther- 
mometer. Into the bottle is poured a 
certain weight of the sampled milk, 
and to this is added the proper pro- 
portion of sulphuric acid, this latier 
being for the purpose of decomposing 
the caseine and setting free the but- 
terfat. Water is added to bring the 
mixture exactly up to the foot of the 
registering tube. When a dozen or 
more bottles are got ready, they are 
revolved rapidly on a_ horizontal 
wheel. This has the result, in a few 


revolutions, of throwing all. the but-. 


terfat in each sample into the gradu- 
ated tube, where its. amount is at 
once determined. 

Thus in a very few minutes the 
dairyman can ascertain the exact 
butter value of each individual cow’s 
milking. The whole body of the 
milk may go into the cream separator 
together, but without this first test 
the exact part played by the different 
members of the herd in cohtributing 
to the daily ouipué of butter would 
not be known. For it is the quality 
of each cow's milk that counts, not 
its mere quantity. Now it costs just 
as much to feed a poor dairy cow as 
a good dairy cow. Therefore, by the 
combined aid of the sampling tube 
and the milk tester, the dairyman 
can cull from his herd its unprofit- 
able members, and replace them with 
better animals. Similarly, the 
breeder of dairy stock knows which 
are the cows that by nature’s law of 
heredity are. likely to throw the best 
calves to rear for dairying purposes. 
It will be seen that the whole sub- 
ject opens up a vista of fascinating 
possibilities. Just as the Australian 
breeder of merino sheep has in the 
course of fifty years succeeded in 
clothing his woolly stock with heavy 
fleeces from the tip of the nose almost 
to the toe of each hoof, 80 the scien- 
tific breeder of dairy cattle is steadily 
advancing the cream-producing pow- 
ers of the famous milking breeds. 


FIRST TESTS AT CHICAGO. 
At thé Chicago World’s Fair eloven 


years ago were made the first careful 
and prolonged tests between ifferent 
breeds of dairy cows. .There were 
three different tests—fifteen days for 
for butter, The competing herds 
horns, and week by week® the _ re- 
sults were watched with kcenest in- 
terest by dairymen and cattle breed- 
ers not only in America but through- 
out the world. |] was among those 
who chronicled the experiments froin 
start to finish, and I shall never for- 
, get the care taken, the immense 
amount of statistica® work involved, 
| and the marvelous: enthusiasm shown 
| by everyone engaged, from the scien- 
tifle experts conducting the experi- 
ments down to the men cmuployed to 
feed and care for the animals. 

The results proved of two-fold im- 
portance. To begin witu, it was con- 
clusively proved that the Jersey 
breed stands first, both as regards 
the amount of cream yielded, and also 
as regards the profit earned after the 
cost of feeding has been taken into ac- 
count. Incidentally, too, it was shown 
that the Jersey cow also gives the 
most cheese, a claim not before ad- 
vanced for her—in other words, the 
best butter cow and the best cheese 


the same animal. The Guernseys 
came second—a good second, yet of 
undeniable inferiority strictly from 
the dairyman’s point of view. The 
shorthorns were a_ creditable third. 
This ranking caused no general sur 
prise, although the partisans of the 
Guernsey breed nad entered the con- 
test with bona fide confidence that 
they could beat the Jerseys. 

A REVELATION. 

But the second result that was es- 
tablished, and perhaps even the more 
important of the two, was of the na- 
ture of a revelation. Not only in the 
case of each individual animal had the 
yield of milk, the proportion of but- 
ter fat, the actual make of butter or 
of cheese, together with the amount 
of food consumed and the cost of that 
food, been recorded day by day, and 
tabulated week by week, but the gain 
in live weight had also been regis- 
tered. Here the shorthorn’§ stepped 
in, and proved triumphantly that the 
so-called “combination cow,” formerly 
denounced as a myth, is an actual and 
profitable reality. It need hardly be 
explained that the test of ability to 
add weight applied to a milking cow, 
simply demonstrates her ability to 
throw. calves profitable to rear and 
fatten for the meat market. The cow 
that can more than pay her way a 
the milk pail, and at the same time- 
throw profitable feeders, is the “com- 
bination cow,” or “dual capacity 
cow,” in stock breeders’ parlance. 
And on thousands of farms, where 
dairying is not the chief object aimed 
at, this is precisely the animal re- 
quired. At Chicago the shorthorns 
were proved, from the dual-profit 
point of view, to be the best of the 
three competing herds. As a_ dairy 
performer, it was shown that this cow 
not only pays her cost of living but 
yields a substantial profit, while as 
a beef maker she beats the purely 
dairy breeds, Jerseys and Guernseys, 
“hands down,” as the Irishman might 
put it. 

Of course the dairyman does not 
‘aim at growing 5S-cent per pound 
beef; he is after 25-cent per pound 
butter., So the stock raiser does not 
want milk he cannot sell. But the 
average farmer may have his market 
both for the butter in its cream state 
and for the beef. Therefore local cir- 
cumstances or individual tastes will 
decide a man's choice of stock. The 
best dairy cow is incontestably the 
specially-bred cow. The best beef 
cow is the one bred specially to beef 
production. But the Chicago tests 

ed equally beyond al) peradven- 
tire that dual profits may be reaped 
by those whe avoid the special-pur- 
pose cow and follow both lines—in 
other words, it was proved that broad 
backs and big udders may be profit- 
aly codrdinated. 

TESTS TAKE MUCH TIME. 

These reminiscences of the experi- 
ments conducted at Chicago have a 
direct bearing on those now inaug- 
urated at St. Louis for the investiga- 
tions are along the same _ 
lines. There is, however, a variation 
in the competing herds, and an ex- 
tension of the points to be determined. 
The breeds entered are Jerseys, 
shorthorns, brown Swiss and Holstein- 
Friesians, there being eighteen en- 
tered in the brown Swiss herd, and 
twenty-five in each of the other three. 
The complete demonstration em- 
braces four tests, prolonged over a: 
period of 120 days. , These tests, in- 
volving four different sets of calcula- 
tions, are as follows: 

(a) Herds and individual] cows en- 
tered for demonstrating the economic 
production of butterfat and butter. 

(b) Herds*and individual cows en- 
tered for demonstrating the economic 
production of milk for all purposes re- 
lated to dairying: 

(c) Herds and individual cows en- 
tered for demonstrating all the prod- 
ucts of the cow, namely, beef and 


their beef merits. 

(d) Herds and individual cows en- 
tered for demonstrating the greatest 
pet profit in the production of market 
milk on the basis of quantity and 
quality of milk of a given standard. 

The cows participating in the con- 
test are housed in three circular 
barns, weil lighted and well * ven- 
tilated, situated on the line of the 
palaces of Horticulture and Agricul- 
ture, and just beyond the latter build- 
ing. The cows are fed by their own- 
ers, the character, kind, and quantity 
of the food'being according to their 
jfdgment and experience. But every 
pound of food consumed is valued, and 
is charged against the individ cow, 
just as her products—milk, eese, 
butter and added weight—are placed 
to her credit. For the best cow is 


not necessarily the one making thé

In other words, the difference between 
the total. value of the products and the 
cost of the food consumed is the net 
profit, and the awards will go to the 
animals and the breeds that show 
“ehe greatest net profit.” 
MEN WHO DO THE WORK. 

. The expert retained to carry out 
the difficult tests is Prof. Erf of Kan- 
sas State Agricultural College. As- 
sociated with® him, as checkers for 
accuracy and in the interests of the 
competitors, are Maj. Alvord, head of 
the dairy department, United States 
government; . Prof. Farrington of the 


National. Experimenta! Station, Wis- 


consin; and Prof. Curtis of the lowa 
State Agricultural College. The work 
consists in recording the weight of 
the animals, the amount and value of 
food consumed, and the weight of th 
milk; mext, in taking the true sam- 
ples, and making the t to deter- 
mine the total solids, the butterfat, 
and the solids not fat; thereafter, in 
supervising the actual making of but- 
ter in the model dairy in the Agri- 
cultural Building, so that the quality 
of the commercial product—its flavor, 
aroma, grain, color, etc.—may be de- 
termined and givén its proper value 
according to a fixed scale of points. 
A bulletin board is placed near each 
cow, recording all these particulars 
each week. These individual returns 
are collated, and posted on other bul- 
letin boards showing the performance 
of each herd. The long period through 
which the tests will be continued is 
necessary to secure a true average 
output, for experience has proved that 
even rich milkers may show, quite 
unaccountably, an occasional marked 
diminution in the yield of butterfat. 
Moreover,. high pressure feeding is 
only possible for a few days, and not 
for a full term of over three months. 
At the close of the experiment, the 
gain in weight, decided, from the 
miean of the first five days and that 
of the last five days, will introduce 
the final set of calculations—the values 
for beef merits. It will thus be seen 
that very heavy statistical work is 
involved, and that day by day the 
greatest care and vigilance are nec- 
essary. 

The tests are now fairly under 
weigh, and stock breeders and dairy- 
men everywhere may be expected to 
scrutinize the weekly returns to be 
published in the journals specially 
devoted to their industries. But the 
final verdict will be awaited with still 
more ‘widespread interest, for tens of 
thousands of families have a cow in 
the barn, and want to know just 
which kind is the best. There need 
be little doubt that the Jerseys will 
continue to hold the place of pride as 
dairy cattle pure and simple. But wil! 
the Short-Horns be surpassed as 
dual-utility cattle? Furthermore, will 
the Jerseys excel their own record of 
1893? Eleven years ago the Babeock 
milk tester was only just beginning 
to be used; now no dairyman or dairy 
cattle breeder who knows his _ busi- 
ness is without the apparatus. 


| Through its general employment, then, 


has the Jersey breed been apprecia- 
bly improved during the past decade? 
Such ere a few of the interesting 


questions that hang on the St. Louis’ 


experiments. There has, unfortunately, 
— a good deal of confusion, and 

e delay, in starting them. It 1s to 
be hoped that no lack of care, or 
break-down in the elaborate organi- 
zation, will be allowed to mar the 
tests. during their progress, and so de- 
stroy the value of the scientific con- 
clusions that may reasonably be ex- 
pected.

Artifical Rubies. 


A jeweler recently laid two rubles on 
his counter and asked a customer to se- 
lect the better stone. They were of 
about the same size. . The customer 
carefully, and then 
made his selection. 4 

“I thought that would be the one,” 
said the jeweler. “Many experts would 
have selected it. The one you have 
chosen is worth only $35, however, 
while. the other is worth $240." 

“The cheaper one-has the better 
color,” said the customer. 

“It certainly has, but it is a composi- 
tion stone. It is made of rubies, but 
the process is so perfect that few can 
detect that it is not a real stone. 

“The process of its manufacture is 
known only to the man who made It. 
He is an Englishman, afid has found 
out a way of taking ruby chips and 
making them into what look like real 
rubies. 

“What he does no one knows, but 
from an examination made under a 
powerful glass it would seem that he 
grinds the chips into a paste and then 
works the paste into a solid, and after- 
wards cuts and polishes tt. He‘is so 
careful about the color that the made 
stones are invariably better than many 
genuine ones. 

“Many experts would be fooled with 
these stones if they did not know about 
reveal! 
what they are. In a real stone the 
grain’ always runs straight, but in one 
of these made gems there is no grain 
at all. 

“The maker of these compositions 
éan't manufacture diamonds yet, but I 
understand he has been trying, and he 
may succeed. Emeralds and other 
stones have been experimented with, 
but tone has been imitatedso success- 
fully as the ruby.—{New York Sun.

MALIGNANT CARTOONS. 


[Case and Comment:} The noble 
tribute paid in the United States Sen- 
ate. by Senator Scott to the memery of 
Senator Hanna briefly refers te the 
meanness and malignity of political 
misrepresentation and abuse. 

All can remember the cartoons of @ 
few years ago which depicted Senator 
Hanna as a huge, heartless monster, 
dressed in a suit covered with doilar 
marls, as he stood trampling on and 
crushing the prostrate forms of women 
a*d children, heédiess of the agony if 
it might add to his wealth In the 
whole history of shameless political 
abuse it is doubtful if anything had 
ever before been so cruel and brutal. 
To many of his political opponents, 
and even to many of h's own patty, | 
Mark Hanha was knowy chiefly by 
these cartoons, and no doubt millions 
of people at the time DBelieved him to 
‘be something like the fiend which they 
depicted. In the years since that the 
whole nation has come to know him as 
a large-hearted man, full of human 
6ympathy, and the especial friend of 
laboring men. Out of, the indesrrib- 
able storm of malignity he finally 
emerged. and all men learned at. last 
how false and infamous these cartoons 
had been... While he seermned unmoved 
bv these vicious and persistent misrep- 
resentations, Senator Scott tells that 
in private, Senator Hanna, looking at 
one of these cartoons, said, with tears 
coursing. down his cheeks: “That 
hurts. When I hav: tried all my? life 
to put myself in the other felloew’s 
place; when I have tried to help those 
in need and to lighten the burdens of 
those less fortunate than myself, to 
be pictured as I am here; to be held 
v~ to. the gaze of the world as a mur- 
derer of women and children; I ‘tell 
you it hurts.” ;

But 
absolute misrepresentation, deliberate, 
dishonest ahd malignant, ought to be 
regarded. not as a wrong ta the indi- 
vidual victim simply but as a greater 
wrong to the public. It a public n, 
subjected to such misrepresentation, 
cannot wisely take notice of it, or has 
no adequate remedy. the wrong to the 
public is of sufficient importanc 
require the public officials, wit t 
any private complaint or suggestion, 
to prosecut~> and punish the offender. 
A public prosecutor might render t 
service,-if without any political mo- 
tive or bias, he would impartially pros- 
ecute every conspicuous and aggra- 
It would | 
helm to clarify public sentiment, and 
give needed emphasis to the truth 
that our law does not justify malicious 
and malienant misrepresentation to 
ruin a man’s reputation, even for po- 
litical purposes.

SUPPRESSED INTELLIGENCE. 

News that concerns itself with gov- 
ernmental and municipal departments 
is infinitely harder to obtain here than 
in America. Officials display much 
greater zeal in suppressing interesting 
intelligence than in making it public. 
Red tape, conservatism and blank 
stupidity oppose all manner of ob- 
stacles to the reporter who has re- 
course to any department in quest of 
what in America would be regarded 
as perfectly legitimate information. 
A question once arose as to the num- 
ber of warships from each nation rep- 
resented that would be allowed to 
participate in the coronation naval 
review at Spithead. Some contradic- 
tory reports had been published on 
the subject, but it was by no- means 
an official secret. Foreign govern- 
ments had been duly notified. 
Washington the information could 
have been obtained by calling up some 
official on the telephone. Naturally, I 
invagined that I should have no diffi- 
culty in obtaining the information at 
the admiralty office. I was referred 
to the “Private Secretary of the Per- 
manent Secretary.” Various written 
communications passed between us, 
but after befng kept dangling around 
for more than two hours I was finally 
informed that there was nobody in 
that huge department who could an- 
swer my query. What was meant of 
course was that Miere was nobody 
present who would assume tbe terri- 
ble responsibility of giving out a mite 
of information for publication. .

When a reporter is put on a crim- 
inal story, if the facts are not obtain- 
able in any other way,-he tackles some 
policeman concerned in it and  pri- 
vately offers him a shilling or twe to 
tell what he knows about it. The 
money is always taken provided the 
policeman runs no of being de- 
tected by some superior official, but 
often the information is prot worth 
the price paid for it. Frequently” it 
is manufactured on ths s»ot for pur- 
poses of revenue only. The usually 
phiegmatic British Bobby can develop 
a very lively imagination when there 
is a prospect of earning a few shil- 
lings thereby. But the reporter gets 
his money back. In his weekly ac- 
count he charges:

LETTING THE NEWS RIPEN

MORAL ASTIGMATISM. 
I have cited these two incidents to 


call attention to the curious moral as- | 


tigmatism with which some of the 


prominent business men cf large cities | 


are afflicted.

publie-spirited eftizens. Their busi- 
ness reputations were stainless. They 
stood for all that was honest ana 
sound in the commercial world, but 
when it came to damming upone or 
more of the streams of revenue which 
flowed to their reservoirs they be- 
came aggressive defenders of saloons 
and champions of the socia) evil. Any 
man who has eerved as mayor of any 
large American city will bear me ont 
In the statement that one of the 
greatest obstacles in the way of a 
cleaning out of public evils has been 
the open or secret opposition of men 
who owned property which was rented 
to the keepers of low saloons or dis- 
orderly houses. 

This condition was brought to my 
attention through the inspection by 
the health department of a district > 
which formed-the zene of transition 
that Mmdicates that the business center 
is pushing its way out into the resi- 
dence district. ‘It is in such localiues 


‘that houses of ill repute frequently are 


found. The buildings are of the ram- 
shackle kind; permitted their 
owners to run down because they 
soon will be pulled down. the 
particular territory inspected by the 
sanitary force were.a number of dis- 
orderty houses, and all of them were 
reported to be ih such poor sanitary 
condition that the report carried a 
recommendation to condemn them. 
This meant, practically, to pull them 
down. 
REVELATION. 

There were so many of such build- 
ings that I hesitated. about approving 
the recommendatiom and ordered the 
police department to secure me _ in- 
formation -giving the names of the 
owners of the houses, the conditions 
of the buildings, the character of the 
tenants, and, if possibice, the annual 
rentals paid by the lessees. That re- 
port made me piace an exceedingly 
low valuation on the real moral 
character of some of the “best” peo- 
ple of my city. Their names appeared 
opposite street numbers which indi- 
cated the location of the worst type 
of disorderly houses. But the rent

I had not solicited a:penny fro 
any man; my own assessment, a large 
one, was paid out of my own pocker. 
that some of my personal 
friends had sent their checks to the 
treasurer. of the committee, but 
knew nothing of the other contribu- 
tions.

Be- 
cause I refused to view the situation 
as they did, they used their business, 
personal and political influence’ to 
harass me and embarrass my adminis- 
tration. 

Now, in the calmness which env!i- 
rons an ex-Mayor, I ean understand 
why many great, carnest and well- 
managed “reform” or “purity” cam- 
paigns either have failed, or, if suc 
cessful, have been swiftly followed by 
a revulsion. It is because most of 
the influential and leadinz men of 
large cities prefer a “liberal” city 
administration; one which will not 
too strictly hold to the law. And 
back of them is a large and powerful 
following of voters who openly favor 
a “wide-open” town.

California Holds the First Position 
in Diversification of Minerals and 
Seventh in the Value of its Min- 
eral Products—Why Other States 


Lead. 


[New York Post:] The chicf stat- 
isticlan of the Census ‘Office on man- 
ufactures has prepared an excedingly 
intresting report on the products of 
American mines and quarries. Penn- 
sylvania is the leading mining State, 
both in the number of wage-earners 
employed and in the value of the 
products. Its high rank was due 
largely to anthracite and bituminous 
coal. The wage-earners reported for 
the coal mines form 85 per cent. of 
the 190,935 reported from all the 
mines in the State, and the products 
of these mines 77 per cent. of the to- 
tal product. Its high rank in the 


the petroleum and natural gas wells, 
of which there were 45,852. 


+~ Qhio -held the second position in 
value of products, the total for the; 


State being $57,000,000. Of this, the 
products of coal mines formed nearly 
half. Ulinois holds the second place 
in the number of wage-earners§ in 
the mines, the average for the year 
being 40,525. It holds the sixth placa 
in the value of products, being wut- 
ranked by Pennsylvania, Ohio, Méchi- 
gan, Weert Virginia and Colorado, in 
this order. The iron mines of Mich- 
igan gave employment to 14,456 per- 
sons. and their products amounted to 
$26,095,860. 

West Virginia ranked fourth in val- 
ue of mineral products and Afth In 
number ot wage-carners. The coal 
mines of the State gave employment 
to 80 per cent. of the wage-earners, 
and their products formed 50 per 
cent. of the total value of all mineral 


products. 

California, which ranked seventh 
in the value of products, held the 
first position in diversification of, miu- 
erals. Of the fifty-two different clas- 
sifications of minerals mined tke 
lnited States, twenty-six were re 
sported for the State during the year 
1902. Virginia ranked second in this 
regard, reporting twenty-four classes 
of mincrals, and New York and Pern- 
syivania hoid third position, each re- 
porting twenty-three of the different 
classes of minerals. It is estimate! 
that the total gross value of fruits of 

roductive industry, exclusive of 

shéries, amounted to $18,575,900,000.

(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
CITY OF MEXICO, June 10.—The 
political convention held in this city 
oO. Monday and Tuesioy, in its re- 
sults reminded old-timers of the 
stormy electoral campaign of 1872 to 


1876, when Juaristas, Lerdistas and 


Porfiristas, disputed for the Presi- 
dency of the republic. Of course, the 
political incidents of this week were 
tame compared with those of thirty 
years ago, when brave and strong- 
headed men like Benito Juarez, Miguel 
Lerdo de Tejada and Porfirio Diaz op- 
posed each other. Mexican politics 
then were partisan, much more than 
at present, for the bitterness that 
used to characterize the contests prior 
to the Diaz régime has disappeared. 
Protectionism, unlimited cotnage and 
home expansion seem to be the trend 
in. Mexico. On one point all political 
leaders seem to be united, that is the 
confirmation and perpetuation of the 
peaceful conditions due to the firm 
roe patriotic government of President 
jaz. 

The half dozen candidates mentioned 
in the convention this week, for the 
office of Vice-President, were equally 
committed to that important point. Ra- 
mon Corral was elected as the nom- 
inee of the Nationalist League, and 


undowbtediy will be elected. His sal-|. 


ary has been fixed at $18,000. but sal- 
ary is no object with this public-spirit- 
ed man, for it is said that he waives 
even the salary of $8000, as Cabinet 
Minister, as does Mr. Limantour, both 
men being independently wealthy. 
Mr. Corral is fifty years old and com- 
menced his political career as a news- 
paper man in Sonora, In 1875 he took 
pert in the revolutionary movement by 
the patriot General Francisco Serna.

Word reached Mexico Wednesday 
that on the previous day a daughter 
had been born to Baroness Moncheur, 
daughter of Ambassador Powell Clay- 
ton.

IN JOURNALISM. 


VETERAN EDITOR CITES NEED 
FOR NEWSPAPER REFORM. 


Condemns Modern Journals Be-_ 
cause of the “Higgledy-Piggledy” 
Style With Which the News is 
Arranged—Predicts that Sensation- 
al Journalism Will Not Endure. 


[Fourth Estate.] Crosby S. Noyes, 
editor of the Washington Star, and 
one of the fathers of American jour- 
nalism, is-strongly opposed to many 
phases of modern new: paper making. 
He was present at the sessions of the 
World’s Press Parliament at St. Louis 
and had been selected as the principal 
speaker for one of the sessions. 

Owing to his extreme age, however, 
he was unable to deliver his address 
and his son, Theodore W. Noyes, as- 
sociate editor of the Star, read the 
paper he had prepared. It is in this 
paper that he points out and voices 
the condemnation of certain features 
of modern newspaper work. 

Some of the statements Mr. Noyes 
made are the following: 

“There has been much speculation 
as to the form and character of the 
newspaper of the future. 

“Some maintain that it will be in 

magazine form, capable of being held 
in one hand and easily read, with 
news and other matter compressed 
sufficiently to meet the requirements 
of this form of publication. 
“The present indicatiogs, however, 
are not promising for the-adoption of 
this handy-volume style of newspaper. 
The disposition now is (more especial- 
ly in the Sunday paper) to pile bulk 
upon bulk in the way of expansion, in- 
stead of contraction. 

“Publishers are contending who 
shall issue the greatest number of 
pages of a clumsy, unmanageable, un- 
intelligible mass of muddlement. — 

HYSTERICAL FORM. 

“There results this hysterical form 
of journalism, with its higgiledy-pig- 
gledy arrangement of news matter, in 
all styles and sizes of type, inclosed 
in boxed compartments, and with 
every possible fantasticism of array 
calculated to catch the eye and dis- 
tract the brain of the reader; its jum- 
bie of gaudily colored, badly drawn 
pictures of murderers, adulterers and 
benefactors, professional beauties, vile 
gutter hags and freak show mon- 
strosities; its ghastly parade of crimi- 
nal doings al] over the world; its 
job-type headlines half a foot high, 


whether to announce a great battle or 
an unverified rumof, coming from 
Shanghai or Wei-Hei-Wei or Chefoo, 
of a skirmish between scouts, in 
which nobody was hurt; its ingenious 
puzzle war maps, in which the problem 
is to discover where among the badly 
printed tangle of black blotches Muk- 
den and Harbin and Feng-Wang- 
Cheng and Hung-yo-Chang and Hang- 
Wing Chow and Yeng-Chow-Wo are 
concealed.

Mr. Bryan is again asserting that in 
the National Democratic Convention 
his entire attention will be given to the 
platform, and that he has no -nterest 
in the man who may be selected.

OWER FROM CITY REFUSE. 


The disposition of city refuse is a 

question of great importance, which has 
led to widespread discussion and ex- 
perimentation. While it cannot be said 
that the problem has as yet reached «a 
satisfactory solution, a great deal of 
progress has been made in that direc- 
tion, There is ground for the hope and 
expectation that the time will soon 
come when all the leading cities In the 
world will so dispose of their waste 
material as to make it a source of mu- 
nicipal income instead of expense. Un- 
dtr the presen: practice, the disposi- 
tion of garbage is a heavy expense to 
the majority of cities. Advanced 
methods and improved appliances have 
been employed in a few cities, and re- 
sults have been attained in some in- 
stances of a most satisfactory nature; 
80 satisfactory and encouraging, in 
fact, as to warrant the belief that It Is 
only a question of time when all large 
etties will look upon their refuse as a 
valuable source of income. : 
A new station has*‘recently been In- 
stalled in New York for the destruction 
of rubbish gathered by the street-clean- 
ing department, and from the report of 
Street Commissioner Woodbury it ap- 
pears to be an unqualified success. 
After being taken to the destructor the 
fubbish is separated, and that which 
is unsalable is destreyed by incinera- 
tion. “Each yard of material that goes 
into the furnace,” says the commis- 
sioner In his report, “produces seven 
horse power. We have a capacity for 
producing 200 horse power per hour. 
Each one of these horse powers will 
produce one and one-fourth arc lights 
of 2000-candle power. One arc light is 
equal to twelve incandescent lights. 
This means 250 are lights or 3000 incan- 
descent lights. The city pays $146 per 
year for each arc light; 250 are lights 
at $146 equals $36,500." Computing? fur- 
ther, the saving to the city effected by 
‘means of this one plant, Commissioner 
Woodbury says: | 

“When we towed this rubbish to sea 
and threw it overboard it cost 30 cents 
per cubic yard. We are disposing of 
136,000 cubic yards a year at this plant, 
and allowing that one-half of this is 
“trimmed, the city of New York is sav- 
ing $21,000. 3 

“The city receives $200 a week and 
$50 worth of labor from the contractor 
who operates the plant. This amounts 
to $10,400 in cash per annum and the 
operating of the plant for the privilege 
of trimming. Thus a total annual in- 
eome of $67,900 over the previous sys- 
tem of dumping at sea is secured by 
disposing ef the refuse In this way. Al- 
lowing $1000 for maintenance of plant, 
which cost $28,900, gives a total earning 
of $66,900. 

“During the Winter months when 
scows and tugboats could not be hired 
at any price, and the ice prevented the 
shifting of scows that were already in 
use, this plant continued as usual ev- 
ery day, earning money for the city. 
We are now utilizing the steam power 
with a twelve-horse-power engine that 
runs the conveying belt for the sorters 
and a thirty-five-horse-power engine 
for electric lighting. We have already 
equipped the plant, the inspector's of- 
fice, the adjacent dumping board and 
stable ‘B’ of the department with lights. 

“By working this plant continuously 
the $67,900 would be doubled, making 
$135,800, less $2000 for maintenance of 
Plant, or $133,800 per year.” 

A total’saving of $133,800 per year for 


an extremely favorable showing. If re-+ 
sults so encouraging can be accom- 
plished in New York, there is appar- 
ently no good reason why similar re- 
sults cannot be realized in other large 
cities, nor why the system should-not 
Be generally adopted. 


NDER CHICAGO'S STREETS. 


The tunnel and freight railway 
system now building under the streets 
of Chicago, when completed, will con- 
stitute the most remarkable achieve- 
ment of its kind in the world. In- 
deed, this system will occupy a unique 
position, as the only one of its kind, 
on anything like an extensive scale, 
in the world. It will traverse the 
principal streets, thirty or forty feet 
below the surface, forming a cbm-) 
plete system for the transportation o 
merchandise to all parts of the city. 
Over $7,000,000 have already been ex- 
pended in the enterprise, and many 
miles of the tunnel and railroad are 
already completed. The [Illinois Tun- 
nel Company, which is exploiting the 
enterprise, is capitalized at $60,000,000. 

Electric locomotives will be used for 
operating the underground roads. One 
hundred locomotives and 3000 steel 
cars are required for the service, at 
the outset, and the number will be 
much increased eventually. All kinds 
of freight will be hauled, including 
coal. Each locomotive is capable of 
hauling fifty tons on the level, and 
the cars wiil hold seven tons of coal 
each, or twenty-five barrels of flour, 
sugar, etc., or their equivalent in gen- 
eral merchandise. : 

There is not much doubt as to the 
success of this unique underground 
railway syst@¢m. It is confidently ex- 
pected that the transportation of coal 
will more than pay the cost of op- 
erating the road. One of its great- 
est benefits will be felt in-the relief 
which it will afford to the congested 
streets and railway terminals of Chi- 
cago. Some idea of this congestion 
can be gained from the statement that 
thirty-eight rallway systems, or 4 
per cent. of the total railway mile- 
age of the United States, have ter- 
minal facilities in the downtown sec- 
tion of’ Chicago, and that there are 
only half a dozen freight depots 
where the merchandise. carried by 
these lines is handled. 

Under present conditions the cost of 
trucking freight across the city to the 
various stores and warehouses is about 
£50,000,000 annually, the cost of truck- 
age, to merchants, being about 90 cents 
per ton. It ts considered a good day's 
work for a man with a team to haul 
two loads of freight per day from one 
of the freight depots, so great an 
amount of time is necessarily con- 
sumed in waiting. The underground 
freight railway is connected directly 
with the various rallway yards and 
terminals hy inclines, and on these 
clines a Bingle electric locomotive, 
going into the tunnel, can handle 100 
tons. This arrangement will greatly 
facilitate the handling of freight. and 
will make possible, of course, heavy 
reductions in the cos€ of handling and 
haulage. Delivertes can be made in 
foul weather as well as in _ fair 
weather, and with much more prompt- 
ness than by the present system. 

Another advantage to business men 
will be. the comparative immunity 
which they wil] enjoy from the domi- 
nation of the teamsters’: unions, which 
have caused so much trouble in the 
past.

The Standard has already sold 160,- 
000 barrels of oi] at a net loss of $5 
per barrel, and the end of the fight 
is not yet in view. But the Standard 
has methods of recouping its losses 
very quickly, and a mere million or 
two will not make anf perceptible 
difference in the company’s dividend 
rate. It has spent many, many mil- 
lions In “clearing the field,” and ap- 
pears satisfied that money thus ex- 
pended is well spent. 


The Elevator Constructors’ Union 
evidently thought that the Otis Ele- 
vator Company, being wholesale deal- 
ers in “lifts,”” would be perfectly wilil- 
ing to lift -wages from $3.60 to $4.25 
per day as soon as attention was 
called to the matter. But the Otis 
company lifted the “lift'’-bullders out 
of their jobs by refusing the demand 
and allowing them to strike and be 
dummed. Now the union has ordered 
an international strike to help the 
Boston and Philadelphia unions, which 
simply means that 7000 men will have 
to quit work because a few of their 
fellow unionists have a grievance, al- 
leged or real. The ‘‘sympathetic” 
strike is a fine thing for the walk- 
ing delegate, and others of his ilk, 
but it's mighty hard on the poor 
workingman. 


Jimmy Burns and the Portland Gold 
Mining Company, of which he is pres- 
ident and controlling factor, have sued 
Gov.

IN PROSPECT. 


Another Reunion of Old Timers, 
Has Beens and Never Wases. 


Scheme to do Great Things With 
Fine Prize List and inducements 
for Entries. 


The bicycle brethren are to be given 
a taste of old-times next month by 
the Los Angeles Cycle Board of Trade. 
A revival of the road races, which 
formerly created much interest, is 
contemplated, and there will be an- 
other Sunday run similar to the re- 
cent trip to Griffith Park, which prov- 
ed popular with wheelmen. The next 
days jaunt will be to one of the 
beaches, where a good swim can be 
enjoyed after the long ride. It is 
thought this part of the programme 
will make a decided hit with the par- 
ticipants. 

The 4th of July road race to Santa 
Monica, which was once an annual 
@xture, has been cut out and will not 
be renewed this year on that date 
owing to transportation difficulties, 
but will be held later on in the month 
and upon a considerably larger scale 
than formerly. July 24 or 21, both 
Sundays, are figured on, and the for- 
mer will likely be selected. 

“Billy” Loos, who is well-known 
among wheelmen as a promoter of 
such events, announced last week that 
the road race this summer will be 
the biggest thing of its kind ever 
brought off in the city. The Santa 
Monica course will be followed, and 
a larger list of prizes is to be hung 
up than ever before. 

To conduct a road race successfully 
it is necessary to get from the rail- 
road two locomotives and about a 
dozen cars for special service in trans- 
porting the crowds and officials from 
the point of Atarting in this city to 
the finish in Santa Monica. It was 
found impossible to get these on July 
4, owing to the heavy holiday beach 
travel, but the cycle men believe the 
change Will be a good one as there 
are not 80 many counter attractions 
pulling against the success of a big 
sporting function like a road race 
whose only return comes in the form 
of stimulated interest in the sport.

MiID-WEEK SPORT IS NOT AT ALL 
SENSATIONAL. 


Mackerel Biting Well But Mostly 
at Night—Yellowtail, Barracuda 
and White Sea Bass Caught on 
Jigs Outside—Prospects Today at 
the Various Beach Resorts. 


Fishermen who have made beach 
trips during the past week reported no 
better than fair sport, though respect- 
able catches have been made in nearly 
all branches of the shore angler’s craft, 

At Redondo . the resident mackerel 
fishermen have had good sport at night, 
but the fish have not been running as 
well as usual in the mornings. Those 
who have gone after them after 10 
o'clock in the evening with a lantern 
or two and long cane peles have in 
some cases caught upward of fifty in 
two or three hours. The yellowfins and 
surf are beginning to bite well frum 
ail three of Redondo’s wharves some 
nice specimens being taken during the 
week. Several schools of sea , truut 
have. appeared around the middle 
wharf, and lucky fishermen have levied 
considerable toll upon them. The fish 
are running of good table size, and are 
very welcome. 

Beach casters had several nights of 
good sport for their pains, but the | 
quality of the sport between Santa 
Monica and Redondo is still somewhat 
inferior to what it will be later un. 
There seems to be a great diversity in 
the size of the yellowfins different 
vights: sometimes they average of 
great size, but the next day may see 
a run of tiny ones not worth catch- 
ing. 

Bass fishermen have concluded that 
the weather has been warm long 
enough to put their favorite game o« 
the feed close inshore. Those who go 
outside today will, if early enough, 
stand a good chance of catching some 
fine fish in the kelp. Late in the after- 
noons some bass have been running at 
the breakwater. 

The outside trolling is looking up as 
summer comes on, and a number of 
power boats will be out until noon to- 
day looking up the schools. 
white sea bass, rock bass, mackerel 
and barracuda have all been taken out- 
side by the professional fishermen on 
their Jigs. 

A few halibut have been biting at the 
cannery in the inner harbor, and some 
(hina crokers and yellowfins have fal- 
len to the hooks of those who tried the 
place during 
croakers are still 
where. 

The corbina fishermen are now at 
the height of their season fer-the sum- 
mer, and from present indications it 
looks as if the run of smal.-‘aippers” 
of last year will be repeated. Big 
“aurf” are taken every day, but they 
do not predominate, and the presence of 
the little fellows keeps them from the 
balt. - 

All sorts of small fry are numerous: 
at the longer wharves, and those who 
care to bother with them can count 
their catches by the hundred if they so 
desire.

BEAR VALLEY 
A FISH LAKE. 


Home of Grizzly and Deer 
Being Transformed. 


Arrowhead Reservoir to be 
Wonder Worker. + 


Secondary Feature Paradise 
for the Anglers. 


Little Bear Valley, in the heart of the 
San Bernardino range, about twenty- 
6ix miles northeast of San Bernardino, 
was formertv a hunter's paradise. where 
the bigger game, such as bear and 
deer. could be found in abundance al- 
most any day. During the early years 
of the county's history many a thrill- 
ing encounter between sturdy hunts- 
men and grizzlies of enormous size oc- 
curred and narrow escapes were fre- 

uent. 

Pioneer W. F. Holcomb and others 
recount how it was nothing unusual to 
meet five or six grizzlies at a time 
feeding lazily on the nutricious pine 
nuts. Wound one, and in its anger it 
would turn upon its fellows. The fights 
which followed would be fast and fur- 
ious. and the valley would re-echo with 
the roar and noise of the combat, which 
would generally end in the beasts tear- 
ing each other to pieces. 

That was in the days of old. Since 
a great enterprise has been gradually 
transforming the valley into the means 
of furnishine another form of sport, 
Probably not as thrilling and hazgard- 
ous. but one which will attract the dis- 
ciples of Walton from all, sections of 
the countrv. The valley is being 
changed from a feeding place for bears 
and deer into a feeding ground for 
the nimble trout and other fish, and 
the day is not far off wh: 1 a broad exz- 
panse of water will mirrer the sur- 
roeundin~ mountains and overspreading 
sky in its depth. 


NEW LIFE TAKEN ON, 


Lately the project has taken new life. 
and those who are in a position to 
know declare the Arrowhead reservoir 
will soon *e a completed realization, 
and it is even stated that its pine-clad 
siopes will be graced with clubhouses 
where sportsmen of the world may 
congregate. ‘Ihe great lake will be 
stocked with trout for the pleasure of 
the clubmen and their friends, and the 
public is not to be excluded. 

Of course, clubhouses and fishing 
gxrounds are but secondary features ol 
ihe enterprise, and though not anneal- 
ing to the promoters, all Cincinnau 
men of great Wealth, when the venture 
was first set afoot over twelve years 
ago, has undoubtedly been a subect 
which they have not disregared, for 
year by year the mountains have been 
increasing in popularity as a summer 
Fesort. and Little Bear Valley in par- 
Aicular is a favorite place for pleasure 
seekers. 

The construction of the reservoir is 
now in full swing. and there are. over 
one hundred men at work on the con- 
crete core wall which is to impound the 
great body of water. The valley is a nat- 
ural reservoir, on all sides being hedged 
in with sloping hills, and there ex- 
tends for miles a broad basin, which 
gradually tapers down into the outlet 
-—a narrowing cafion, which at ‘the 
point where the core wall is being bui.t 
is but fifty feet in width along the 
creek level. The core wall, or dam, tis 
to be 190 feet high, and will back the 
Waier uo several miles. Besides the 
broad expanse that? one sees from the 
mouth of the cafion in which the dam 
is being constructed, there are numer- 
ous other cafione into which the water 
will flow, making a very picturesque 
lake, with many cool and delightful 
retreats. 

om A GREAT SURPRISE. 

The grand object of this undertaking 
has from the first been the collecting 
ot water for irrigating thousands of fer- 
tile acres in the San Bernardino Val- 
ley. But not only will broad fields be 
brought under flourishing cultivation, 
but as the water rushes down from its 
great height in the lake it will 
create an almost incalcuable horse- 
power in the form of electric energy, 
making one of the most gigantic pow- 
er plants in the world. 

The core wall is thie principal feature 
of the reservoir. It. will be built on 
bed rock. twenty feet in thickness, and 
tapering to four feet on top. The sides 
will also be run into the living rock, 
making the dam of sufficient strength 
to withstand many times the pressure 
which it will be called upon to bear, 
theugh the wall is not the strength of 
the dam but is merely built to retain 
the water as it flows into the basin. 
The mighty enbankments which will 
be filled in on either side a distance of 
500 feet will represent the strength of 
the dam proper, havingatotal thick- 
ness of 1000 feet at the bottom and _ siop- 
ing io the top wherethe causeway will 
be twenty feet in width. On either side 
of the core wall will be eight feet of 
earth, making it practically impossible 
for even a drop of moisture to escape. 

The officials in charge of the great 
project are very reticent concerning

It is a strange thing 
too, for the average bass angler of 
the Middle West, is, perforce, a past 
master of both distance and accuracy 
in delivering a frog. There is plenty 
of opportunity afforded for casting 
from the local wharves, but there is 
usually the whole ocean to fish in, and 
anglers naturally get careless. 

Good bait casting is an accomplish- 
ment well worth achieving, as it is 
not particularly difficult; in fact it 
is about the simplest thing to learn 
that can well be imagined. There 
are only two difficulties in it; one is 
learning how to swing the rod 
forcibly, yet without a jerk, and the 
other is mastering the thumbing of the 
reel. Multiplying reels at frst pay 
out line faster than the simker will 
handie it, and therefore the - caster 
must gauge the speed of the whirling 
spool by gentile pressure, releasing 
whenever the line straightens, and al- 
ways aiming to have a few yards of 
away between the rod tip and the 
lead. When the sinker hits the water, 
the thumb should come down, and the 
spool be stopped.

SENTENCED FOR LIFE. 

Cc. E. PIERCE ESCAPES HANGING. 

Judge Smith refused to pass the 
death sentence upon Charles Elmer 
Pierce for the murder of Michael Cas- 
tellano, the San Pedro bartender, and 
consequently a new trial was ordered. 
Then the necessity for a new trial 
was obviated by Pierce pleading guilty 
to murder in the second degree, and 
he took hie life sentence at once. 

The District Attorney set the pace 
when he stated to the court that he 
was willing to submit the motion for 
a new trial on the affidavits put in by 
the defense. It was then that the 
court delivered himself in no uncer- 
tain terms regarding the finding of the 


ury. 
After giving the most careful con* 
sideration to the case," he said, “I am 
satisfied that it was murder in the sec- 
ond degree, and I can't pass the death 
sentence on this maf feeling that way. 
The crime was not of that cool, de- 
liberate and premeditated kind that 
constitutes murder the rat de- 
gree. This being so I shall have to 
grant a new trial.” 

As Judge Smith ceased speaking, 
Attorney H. C. Dillon, who has rep- 
resented Pierce in the effort to get a 
new trial, arose and spoke in behalf 
of his client. 

“It is not his desire or wi to put 
the county to the expense of a new 
trial, and he has said to me—and told 
me that he will say to his dying day 
—that of what took place at the time 
the crime was committed his mind is 
a blank. But the evidence shows that 
he did kill Castellano, his friend; and 
for that deed he will be filled with re- 
gret until his dying day. He has in- 
structed me to say that with these 
ideas he desires to plead ‘guilty’ to 
the- charge.” 

After that little talk in his behalf 
Pierce stood up and formally entered 
his plea of “guilty” to the murder 
charge, and the court fixed it as mur- 
der in the second degree. The court 
asked him if he wanted his sentence 
at once. 

“It's just as well,”’ said the defend- 
ant wearily, and he stood there while 
Mr. Dillon made a very strong plea 
for mercy, all the stronger in light of 
the many affidavits that were 
There was a tremor in the attorney's 
voice as he adverted to scriptural au- 
thority. and the crowd in the court- 
room gathered closer in to listen to 
this polished pleading: :

In the Blaine-Cleveland campaign they 
spent fully as much as we did; and I know what we 
spent, for I was then chairman of the Republican Exec- 
utive Committee, with Mr. Jones of Pittsburgh at the 
head of the national committee. Mr. Jones was a very 
cautious business man, and we kept close accounts of 
everything, so that we knew just where the money 
went.” 


Where the Money Goes. 


“But where do these vast sums go, Senator? Are they 
used to buy votes?” 

“No,” replied Senator Elkins. “The man who wil! se!l 
his vote to you will resell the same vote to the Demo- 
crats, and even if it were not dishonest it would not be 
good business to buy votes. 
The literary bureaus which prepare and cir- 
culate campaign literature cost enormous sums. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars are paid to speakers who 


must be ready to go to any part of the country on tele- |

graphic notice. 
whole time to the campaign are paid so much for the 
season, or so much per night. Indeed, one United States 
Senator asked me $6000 for his services during one cam- 
paign. Then it costs a fortune to poll the country; that 
is, to ascertain just how many Republicans, Democrats 
and independents there are in each election precinct, and 
how they will vote. It is upgn such polling that every 
campaign is planned. This is largely done by the States, 
but the national committee helps.” . 


All Politicians Not Honest. 


—*“But, Senator, is not much of the money used dishon- 
estly?” I asked. 

“I think not,” was the reply. “I don’t think any of it 
is knowingly so used by the national committee. Ina 
vast machine like that of a political party, however, you

will always find dishonest men, and the money given out 
for organizatiof#“Gind special work sometimes sticks to 
the hands of those who receive it. I think we lost a 
large perceniage of what we spent in that way during 
Blaine campaign.” 

“The cost of a national campaign,” continued Senatcr 
Elkins. “is very great outside of the actual money spent 
in politics. There is an enormous loss of business. The 
people let politics take them away from their stores, 
trades and farms. There is always an uncertainty as to 
the results and as to a possible change of tariff and other 
matters that affect business, so that Presidential years 
are lean years.as far as business is concerned.” 


“But this makes our government a very expensive one, 
Senator?" 

“Yes, it is expensive,” was the reply, “but it is worth 
all it costs. The advantages of a democracy far out- 
weigh all such evils. We are our own masters and our 
expenses are of our own creation and not those of one 
man or a half-dozen men as in a monarchical govern- 
ment.” 

“But does not our democracy tend to produce a nation 
of boodlers?” 

“No,”’ replied Senator Elkins. “There is some official 
corruption, but the press exposes the most of it, and 
there are a hundred honest men to every rascal. I am 
not afraid of the morality of the American people, and 
I don’t believe there is any danger of our town councils, 
our State Legislatures and our national Congress be- 
| coming corrupt. As long as men are men you will now 
| and then find a dishonest one, here and there among 
them, but the majority will always be true to themselves 
and their country.” 


| Earnings of a Senator. 


“How about official morality at Washingion? How 
much can a United States Senator legitimately make?” 

“He can make just $5000 a year.” said Senator Elkins, 
“and not one cent more. ,I am tired of this talk about 
Senatorial corruption. I know it is said there are mem- 
bers of the Senate whose votes are for sale, but, if so, I 
do not know them. No one has ever approached me 
with an offer for my vote or my influence. The profes- 
sional lobbyist is largely a newspaper fiction. He did 
exist in the past, but at present, if he exists at all. his 
weight is so small as to be imperceptible.” 

“But how about-making money out of information as 
to probable legistation? Congress is supposed by some 
to be a kind of an annex to Wall street.” 


“It is not so,” replied Senator Elkins. “I don’t think 
Senators speculate upon such matters. In the first place, 
how can one be sure of his information, and if so, how 
be sure that the markets will go as you expect them to 
go? The truth is the Wall-street brokers can discount 
the action of Congress quite as well as we can, and such 
of our Senatorial lambs as have gone to Wall street have 
come back badly shorn. There are not many, but now 
and then one may take a flyer, as it is called, but it is 
usually to his sorrow. Indeed I have never heard of 
any Senator or Representative making much money by 
such speculations. I don’t believe it possible, unless 
backed -by an experience and ability in such matters 
which would make the man a success on the outside. 
Besides most of the Senators are poor, and that in itselg 
is an evidence of their innocence as to this charge.” 


How Morgan Made a Million in a Day. 


“But, Senator Elkins, some men do make a great deal 
out of the government. How about the Cleveland bond 
sale of $62,000,000, whereby, according to the papers, 
Pierpont Morgan made $1,000,000 in one day?” 

“I remember that statement,” said Senator Elkins. “I 
quoted it in one of my speeches in the Senate. But Pier- 
pont Morgan is not a United States Senator. He is a 
New York banker of international note, and greater in. 
business than any or all the Senators put together. The 
money he and his fellows made out of that sale was in 
the ordinary course of legitimate business, and their suc- 
cess came largely from playing upon the fears of the ad- 
ministration. 


“IT can’t see why Grover Cleveland called that matter 
up at this time,” continued Senator Elkins. “It may be 
that he wants to be the Democratic candidate for the 
Presidency, and thinks that this feature of his admin- 
istration may help him. To my mind it is far from com-. 
mendable, and I showed this at the time by a resolution 
which I introduced into the Senate providing that no 
further sales of bonds should be made without advertise- 
ment or by private contract. I believe that resolution 
saved Uncle Sam a great deal.of money. When it was 
before the Senate Russell Sage wrote me that | had saved 
the government $6,000,000 by it.” 


How Cleveland Sold Bonds. 


“ “Give me the story in a nutshell,” said I. 
“Since Grover Cleveland has revived the subject I have

no objection to doing so,” replied Senator Elkins. “It 
was in the latter part of 1895 that Cleveland made his 
contract with certain New York bankers to take $62,900,- 
000 worth of United States 4 per cent. bonds at 104% and 
place them in Europe. This contract was made without 
advertisement for bids and as a private sale to J. Pier- 
pont Morgan. The reason for it was that there seemed 
to be a scarcity of gold in the country, and the gold re- 
serve fund in the treasury had fallen considerably below 
the $100,000,000' mark, which is the legal rescrve. 
Shortly after the sale was made it was reported that Mr. 
Morgan took the bonds tS New York, and within twenty- 
four hours thereafter sold them for 112, and more, so 
that the syndicate made about $6,900,000 out of the deal: 
Of this it was alleged that J. Pierpont Morgan received 
$1,000,000. 

“At the same time more gold was needed, and it was 
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bonds in the same way. Our laws provide that even the 
smaliest of oru public contracts shall be by advertise— 
ment, and only to the highest bidder, and I did not think 
it was right to sell the bonds in this way to private par- 
ties without such advertisement. I also thought there 
was plenty of gold in the country, and that the bonds 
could be sold at home. I was so convinced of this, that, 
although I was then new to the Senate and backward 
about pushing myself to the front, and ekkbeugh al! my 
friends advised against it, I offered my _ reac- 
lution that no. further bonds should be placed at 
vate sale or under private contract, and that no sale 
whatever sh@®ld be made without due advertisement for 
proposals, and then only to the highest bidder.” 


Might Have Made $16,000,000. 


“How did the resolution take in the Senate when it 
was offered?” I asked. 

“I was watned that it would create a panic. Som: of 
would throw the nation into 
bankruptcy, and begged me to keep quiet. 1 offered the 
resolutiof, nevertheless, and.in speaking upon it showe! 
that war loans aggregating more than $3,5°0,00,00) 
placed in time of peril had been put out at less expense to 
the government than these $62,000,000 issued in time of 
peace. I showed that the loans of the Civil War were 
placed at commissions of less than 2 per cent. to the 
government, While the New York bankers had already 
made more than 8 per cent. out of that contract with 
Uncle Sam and that they now expected to make as much 
or a greater percentage on the $190,000,009 or the $200,- 
600.000 then under consideration... In other words, if the 
Issue of $200,000,000 was sold through them at the same 
rate, their profits would be about $16,009,000. 

“How did it turn out, Senator?” 

“The result was that the people began to protest 
acainst further private sales,’ said Senator Elkins. 
President and the Senate woke up and saw that they 
@>re not necessary and that they would be unpopular. A 
worth of bonds were afver- 
tiaeii as for sale to the highest bidders. Those bonds 
were subscribed for six times over at 112%, or at $8,009,- 
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to 10,000 hens.

World's Biggest g Farm? 
OveR TFuovusanp HeENs 
< OWNED BY ONE MAN.

HERE is ne farm that is comducted on plans that 
are entirely its own. And that is an egg farm situ- 
™ ated in among the New England mountains, away 
up in the so-called old granite State of New Hampshire. 
It is owned and run by C. E. L. Hayward of Hancock, 
who has literafly covered the broad acres left him by 
his father, alt over with cute little houses, each one of 
which is just big enough to accommodate fourteen hens. 
There are 8400 hens in all on this egg farm, and each 
year Mr. Hayward keeps adding to his enormous flock. 
The conjecture now is that soon he will have to begin 
building on additions to his numerous houses, as the 
farm is so well laid out, he will hardly want to extend 
the borough limit beyond the point it now occupies, and 
current opinion has it that the owner will never rest 
content with his unique project until his stock runs up 
This, in all probability, judging from 
past experience, it this season will reach. _ 

It is purely and solely an egg farm. Not a chicken is 

hatched out there, and not one of the nearly 9000 layers 
They all are bought each year, 
and every one lays on an average, 100 eggs annually. 
_ After the birds are put into their houses, in the anu- 
tumn, they never leave them again, excepting the broody 
ones, that are put into the broody coops that sit on the 
ground outside, and in front of each house, where they 
are made to stay. until the desire to incubate is entirely 
broken up, or until they are sold off to market to make 
room for the succeeding flocks. )

PREPARING A WELCOME FOR THE CROWDs OF 
SUMMER VISITORS, 


{Geneva Correspondence London Express:] Switzer- | 
land, the great playground of Europe, is once more ready 
for the city toilers who year by year seek health and ex-' 
ercise amid her glaciers, lakes, and mountains. 

The early comers will find all in readiness for their. 
arrival. The weather, that most important factor in a’ 
short holiday, after behaving villainously in March and’ 
April, has suddenly become exquisite; winter rain and’ 
snow have given place to summer sunshine, and within 
the past week gardens, woods, and pasture lands have 
donned their richest and freshest spring robes, while the 
vines on the hills are springing up toward the sun as if | 
by magic. 

The hotels, which a few weeks ago were either closed 
or in the hands of painters and decorators, are now spick 
and span. Everywhere, except at the highest mountain 
resorts, there is the bustle and atfivity of expectation, 
and within the past few days long processions of dusty 
cabs and ungainly pleasure brakes have arrived by road 
across the mountains from Nice, Cannes, Monte Carlo, 
and other southern resorts to take up their summer 
quarters. 

This year the snow has remained on the lower Alps far 
later than usual, but now the Alpine pastures are day 
by day emerging fresh and green from their winter cov- 
‘erings, and the cattle, after long months of semi-confine- 
ment in the valleys, are to be seen in vast herds ascend- 
ing to the summer grazing lands. «|. | 


Mont Blanc Railway. ama ‘ 


The coming Mont Blanc Railway is attracting much at- 

tention, and a bitter controversy has sprung up between 
the neighboring villages of St.. Gervais and Chamonix as 
to which of them should form the starting point of the 
new railway which is to conquer once and for all the 
great white monarch of the Alps. 
- As anticipated, it has been decided that the line skail 
start from St. Gervais, for the experts are of opinion that 
the route from that point will present the least difficulty 
and danger, while the views during the ascent will be 
far finer than could be the case if the line mounted from 
Chamonix direct. 

Visitors must not be disappointed, however, if they find 
that they cannot mount Mont Blanc by train this sum- 
mer, for the work wil! be long and perilous, and much 
time must elapse before it is complete. 

Those who wish to make the railway ascent of a real 
Alpine giant must content themselves by mounting the 
Matterhorn, and, although its wonderful electric railway_ 
does not yet quite reach the summit, the ascent, as far 


as it goes, is one of the finest in the world. 


Lovers of the “royal and ancient” game will find that 
golf is making great strides in Switzerland, and while old 
links are being vastly improved and enlarged, new ones 
have been laid out in many places. Among those which 
will prove very popular this season are’ the beautifully 


situated links of Lucerne, and also the small but well- 


kept links at Geneva. . 

Another wise precaution for the public safety has been 
the issue of strict general orders to the police to check all 
attempts at excessive speed by motorists, particularly on 
winding mountain roads where the slightest accidett or — 
slip might result in a terrible fatality. 


High Climbing. ‘ 


Climbers will this year have to wait in patience for 
some weeks owing to the heavy snows. Avalanches have 
been doing enormous damage, and in spite of the pres- 
ent fine weather, high climbing will for a time be quite 
out of the question. * 

In all other respects Switzerland is ready for her 
guests. But if the playground of Europe is mindful of 
the pleasures of its guests, and the resultant profit from 
successfully catering for them, it does not forget to re- 
serve a corner for those at home.

Tonto Basin Dam. 


THE GREAT WORK UNDERTAKEN BY 
UNCLE SAM IN ARIZONA. 


By a Special Contributor. 


HE government has been actively engaged “in 
T building a dam” at Tonto Basin, eighty miles north- 

east of Phoenix, Ariz., for a year. This is the first 
work started under the act of Congress appropriating 
$15,000,000 for the retlamation of arid lands. 

This dam will represent the greajest water-storage 
enterprise in the world, as it will produce the largest 
artificial body of water ever known. Although the 
Nile reservoir covers a larger area, it is only a iew 
feet deep, while the Tonto will be, in places, over 200 
feet in depth. 

There are complete relief maps and models of this 
great enterprise in the north corner of the government 


the cafion is only 200 feet wide at the base of the dam, 
and 400 feet at its top. 


The dam will be built of rocks weighing up to tweiecve 
tons, full mortar laid in Portland cement mortar, and 
water tight. The bedrock strata tip up stream, making 
sliding impossible, while the dam will be on so massive 
a scale that will become a veritable part of the tower- 
ing mountains that surround the*reservoir site, and en- 
during against any pfessure the elements could ever 
bring against it. 

What will ultimately be the bottom of the reservoir 
is now studded with beautiful ranches, whose purchase 
was one of the first moves made by the Water Users’ 
Association, which, through Frank P. Parker, secre- 
tary, is attending to the local business. Their purchase 
was a matter requiring great diplomacy, and was accom- 
plished by Charles P. Mullin. . 

The preliminary work included saw mills, that are 
now running uncovered, an electric plant and a cement 
mill that are on the ground, ready to be installed, a

The cocoon cradle proper and its various modifications, 
as found among the different tribes of North American 
Indians, is constructed from the skins of animals. And 
right here we may pause and trace the origin of another 
famous nursery rhyme to the Indian cocoon cradie.

enough nor strong enough for his cradle. The red deer 
of the forest, quarry of redskinred hunter, gives of his 
beautiful covering to make the cradle that is to swing” 
from the treetop, literally treetops, cut from the cot- 
tonwoods and elms that fringe the clear little streams 
rippling through the Kiowa reservation, and piled high 
on a framework of poles, to serve as a “summer parlor” 
in front of his father’s tepee. 

The crude deer hide is carefully dressed by a tedious 
and secret process known only to these Indians, and 
when finished is as soft and pliant as the most expe - 
sive chamois skin. Then loving fingers skillfully em- 
broider with quills beautiful beadwork designs upon the 
delicately tinted deerskin. Kiowa cradles are more orna- 
mental than those of other, tribes, and Kiowa squaws 
excel in that marvelous Indian beadwork now the pop- 
ular fad of their pale-face sisters. Some of this bead- 
work embroidery is not oniy very beautiful, but very 
elaborate. The Sioux squaws, who alone rival their Ki- 
owa sisters, ornament the cradles of their little ones with 
bands of deerskin upon which are wrought, in colored 
beads, gorgeous patterns of men, horses, birds, fish and 
flowers. Instead of a wooden framework, they substl- 
tute a basket-work frame of reeds, and sometimes they 
use seeds and grasses instead of beads. 


The Cheyenne, Apache and Comanche Indians all use 
cocoon cradles patterned after the Kiowa cradle, but 
theirs are not ornamented as elaborately as those of the 
Kiowas. In truth, the grim and warlike Comanche of 
the plains was‘es very little time in decorating the re- 
ceptacle of his offspring. A stout piece of deerskin, fast- 
ened to an equally stout wooden frame and laced up se-— 
curely with rawhide thongs, suffices his simple need. 


The origin of the cocoon cradle itself, like that of the 
redskins, seems wrapped in mystery, though we might 
with reason trace this primitive cradle back to the Lapps 
of Northern Europe, whose babies sleep in little ho!l- 
lowed-out affairs swung from the lower limbs of trees. 
They are lined with moss and laced up, and in shape are 
exactly like the primitive Indian cotoon cradle from 
which the modern cocoon cradle, beautified and im- 
proved, has been evolved. 

The most popular pattern of beadwork embroidery 
among the Kiowa squaws, like the famous shamrock pat- 
tern of Irish lace weavers, seems to be a succession of 
geometrical figures whose design is carried out with vari- 
colored beads upon a background of solid beadwork in 
pure white, as shown in the Kiowa cradle illustrated. 


After the beadword embroidery is completed, the deer- 
skin pouch, or bag, is fastened securely upon a strong 
board whose two upright handles, projecting above the 
headpiece, or hood, are strengthened by a cross-piece at 
the back. These handles are very convenient when the 
mother is busy about her many tasks, if it be warm wea- 
ther, baby is swung from the top of the brush arbor, his 
round, brown face peering smilingty from out its trap- 
pings of gayly-beaded deerskin, his bright little eyes 
blinking at the sunbeams shining through the leafy roof, 


| or the flames of the nightly camp fire leaping up to min- 


gle with the moonlight. When “trading” at the agency 
stores,-the squaw props the cradle, “baby and ali,” 
against the counter, and goes calmly about the impor- 


| tant business of laying in a supply of flour, dried fruit, 


canned goods, and tobacco for her family ‘in their tepee 
far out on the reservation. 

Mother love fills the heart of a poor squaw as com- 
pletely as it does that of her more fortunate pale-face 
sister. Her clumsy fingers fashion playthings of shells, 
odd-shaped bones, carved wooden beads, bright pieces 
of tin, china or glass, which she hangs about the hood- 
of the cocoon cradle in reach of the chubby brown fists. 
Baby soon learns to rattle these primitive playthings 
gleefully. I once saw a common shoe button-hook hang- 
ing from the hood of one of these cradles. 


Strange as it may appear, the redskinned Baby Bunt- 
ings seem to thrive in their cramped quarters, but they 
enjoy as a famous treat a change to the blankets upon 
their mothers’ backs, when the toiling squaws are forced 
to go down to the scant timber stretches along the créek 
to bring up firewood and water for the camp. 

Many of these cocoon cradies are treasured heirlooms,. 
valued as high as $75 to $100. Relic hunters can beg in 
vain for them, offering a whole hatful of the white man’s 
dollars, but the squaw will solemnly shake her head. and 
with a steady glance from her patient eyes grunt in low 


gutturals: 


“Maybe so white man heap much big fool!” 


Indian squaws are the drudges of the tepees: their 
only relaxation is the beautiful, though tedious beadwork 
embroidery. So into the brilliant designs they stoically 
stitch all their feminine craving for the beautiful, all

It is located in the midst of a grove of trees a 
few miles northwest of the capital, and was purposely 
thus isolated that the jarring of heavy traffic and the 
powerful electric currents of the city might not interfere 
with its delicate and precise measuring instruments. It 
is an institution devoted entirely to precision, which to- 
day is the basis of all industry. It comprises two hand- 
some buildings of stone and hand-made brick, whose 
rooms will be artificially cooled in summer and heated in 
winter. The windows will be down the year round, and 
yet the pure atmosphere within will be maintained al- 
ways at a comfortable and constant temperature, be- 
tween 70 and 75 degrees. This precaution will be taken 
to further insure the accuracy of the instruments sensi- 
tive to fickleness of weather. In the artificial climate of 
these apartments will work seventy-five men, fifty of 
them experts who have been graduated from technical 
and scientific institutions. |

CITRUS FRUITS IN GUAM. 

This island seems to be unusually well adapted for the 
cultivation of all kinds of citrus fruits. Lemons and 
limes occur in abundance, but are little used by the na- 
tives—hundreds of tons of them go to waste each year. 
Citrus medica, which yields the “citron” of commerce, 
grows with little or no care, but sugar is dear and few 
people take the trouble to preserve the rind. Fragrant. 
bergamots grow spontaneously in the forest. They 
would yield fine essential oil. Shaddocks of several varie- 
ties occur both with pink and with yellow or white pulp, 
some of great size and with thick rind like that of the 
citron. They are not, however, equal in flavor to the va- 
rieties of grape fruit, or pomelos, of our home markets, 
and are seldom gathered by the natives. There is no 
reason why pomelos of fine quality should not be intro- 
duced into the isjand. Even mandarin oranges, or ‘“‘tan- 
gerines,” have been successfully introduced, but there are 
only a few trees bearing fruit.—[W. E. Safford, in the

Some Unusual Coins. 
SPANISH AND STANDARDS 
USED IN’TILIS COUNTRY. 
By a Special Contributor. 
O country in the world bas had a more variegated 
JN currency than the United States. Not on'y has the 
| government minted a great many coins of diferent 
values, but many foreign coins, particularly thoe cf 
Spain, have at times almost entirely superseded our owa 
regular issues. Until 1795, when the, United States gov- 
ernment first began to coin its own specie, the circulat- 
ing medium was drawn from every quarter Af the globe. 
Not only the coins of the principal commercial countries 
found their way here, but nearly every one of the thir- 
teen original colonies turned out coins of its own. The 
silver and copper coins numbered several hundred varie- 
ties, generally of small denomination, and were a source 
of great perplexity; the foreign gold coins included FMor- 
tuguese joaes, French Louis, Spanish doubloons, and 
British guineas. The first coin to be minted in America 
Was that known as the Pine ‘lree shilling, made in Mass- 
achusetts in 1650. It gained its name from the design of 
a pine tree on the reverse side, and had a value of about 
16 cents. It was of silver. These coins were made on 
the miller’s toll system, the coiper receiving a percent- 
age of the coin for his labor. The business was very 
profitable, for the story is told of the coiner that he was 
able to give his daughier’s weight in silver as her wed- 
ding dowry. The first coins made by the United States 
government, with the exception of a few half dimes is- 
sued during the latter part of 1792, when the mint was 
first established, were the cent and half-cent bronze 
pieces, these being issued in 1793. There were a dozen 
designs of the cent made in that year, that with the clo- 
ver leaf now being the scarcest; coins with this pattern 
commanding a high figure among collectors. The fol- 
lowing year the dollar, half-dollar, and half-dime piece 
were issued, the quarter-dollar and dime pieces not be- 
ing made until two years later, in 1796. 

The next irregular coins to find their way into usa 
were the Jackson, or “‘Hard Times” tokens. These were 
issued by tradesmen, from 1837 to 1841, on account of tha 
great scarcity of small change, and were freely accept@d. 
They were in cent and half-cent sizes, and bore political 
caricatures and sayings. They were principally cf cope 
per, though a few were made of silver or of brass. 

During the trouble of our Civil War, small change be- 

came so scarce that pennies commanded a premium of: 
20 per cent. Tradesmen thereupon issued millions of 
copper tokens, which were about the size of the cent in 
use today. These were circulated until the corner in 
pennies was broken, when their manuficture was prohib- 
ited and they were withdrawn from circulation. These 
tokens numbered nearly 5000 varieties, New York and - 
Cincinnati firms issuing nearly 50 per cent. of the entire 
production. It is not many years ‘since a small silver 
piece a trifle larger than a dime was the standard of 
value in almost every section of the United States It 
was far more in use than the coins of the country, aud 
was known in each different section by a local name. 
The Spanish real, with a general value of 12' cents, 
first came into circulation in the latter part of ‘ine cigh- 
teenth century. A great deal of the commerce of the 
American colonies was carried on with Spain at that 
time, and the Spanish real became more generally cir- 
culated than any other coin. In the West it was known 
as a “bit,” and was probably more in circulation there 
than in any other section. 

Throughout the South and Southwest, the real was 
known as a “levy,” particularly in the cities of New Or- 
leans and Baltimore, and many of the older generation 
there even to this day at times unconsciously say “levy 
a pound” or “levy a dozen’ when speaking of prices. 
But in New York it went by another name, the “shilling” 
or the “York shilling.” In Massachusetts and through- 
out most of the New England States the real was called 
by still another name. In some sections it was reférred 
to as a ninepeace. At that time there were in circula- 
tion throughout the Eastern States, English, Canadiar, 
Mexican and Snanish pence which resulted in great con- 
fusion of values. There was also a coin almost as gen- 
erally used as the real; this was the half real. It was 
known as a fivepenny bit, which in time was abbreviated 
to “fip,” and was worth 6% cents. During the early 
years of the gold excitement in California, there was 
very little money of any kind in circulation there, the 
principal circulating medium being gold dust, and this 
was handled with much loss and inconvenience. The. re- 
sult was that many mining companies and private con- 
cerns began the manufacture of their own money, mostly 
in gold, but in some cases tin and copper were used, and 
these coins were freely accepted at their face value in the 
country. The fifty-dollar gold _ pieces, octagonal in 
shape, were known as ‘‘slugs,” and contained a greater 
percentage of gold than even the coins issued from our 
mints. The dollar and fifty, and twenty-five-cent gold 
pieces were both round and octagonal in form; some of 
them were very handsome in design, and they now com- 
mand a high premium if in a good state of preservation.

This sacrificing of the tree upon the bier of the in- 
dividual is one of the greatest marks of affection which 
could be bestowed upon the departed, for it is a sacrifice 
of no small magnitude to part with one of those noble 
trees, which give those impoverished beings so much 
that is necessary to their maintenance. 

In many respects the Coahuilla Indians are supe- 
rior to nearly all other Western tribes. They are noted 
for their sobriety, honesty, industry, chastity, and for 
their physical perfection. Many of the men. exceed 
six feet in height, are brawny, broad shouldered, and 
as the result of their desert experiences, they are en- 
dowed with wonderful powers of endurance.

The chief claim of the residence, however, to distinc- 
tiveness lies in the harmonious arrangement of the 
rooms. A careful study of the first-floor plan of the 
house, which is shown herewith, in addition to the ex- 
terior sketch of the dwelling, will reveal a care in the 
adjustment of the latter which is part of a plan of ar- 
rangement that is believed to.give occupants a maxi- 
mum of convenience at a minimum expenditure of means 
and of labor. 


Passing across the porch, already described, one en- 
ters a front hall finished in white pine. This commu- 
nicaies with a parlor finished in the same material, and 
a library and dining-room, finished in antique oak. The 
front hall, dining-room and library are provided with 
heavy beamed ceilings, and in the two last named 
rooms delicate cream tints in the panels of the ceilinzs 
contrast with the deep ox-red of the plate rails.

When fried articles are taken from the hot fat, they 
should be held over it for an instant to drip; they are 
then laid on unglazed paper-—clean grocer’s paper will do 
Spread on a shallow pan. Any melted fat remaining on 
them is absorbed by the paper, and they may be served, 
if desired, on napkins laid on hot dishes. Do not let the 


articles touch or overlie each other, or they will lose 
their crispness, 


In this day of gas Stoves, a ppssible danger to be 
cuarded against is that of the fat catching fire from, an 
open flame. Every housewife should remember that 
water dashed on burning fat scatters it, and so increases 
the fire. Use ashes liberally, or, if they are not handy, 
flour; either will smother the flames. 


All sorts of food—fish, meats, vegetables and batters or 
doughs—may be fried; special recipes have already been 
given, and more will follow from time to time. We 
give today two which can be varied in many ways, and 
| one for a special dessert. 


Croqueties—In a saucepan put two tab'espoonfuls of 
butter, three tablespoonfuls of flour, one-t.alf of a tea- 
| spoonful of salt and one-quarter of a teaspoonful of pep- 
yer. Heat, and when mixed add graduaily one-half pint 
of liquid—milk, stock, water, strained tomatoes, etc. 
Stir until the mixture is very thick, draw to one side and 
cook for five minutes: Have ready ‘one pint of finely 
chopped cold cooked meat or fish (vegetables may also 
be used if not too moist.) seasoned to taste with salt, 
pepper, onion or lemon juice, etc. Add to the covked 
sauce, mix thoroughly, spread on a greased dish and set 
away until cold and firm. Break an egg in a saucer, add 
a tablespoonfn! of hot water and beat enough to break 
the stringiness; it must not be frothy. Have ready a 
quantity of fine dry crumbs—bread is best, as crackers 
contain shortening and give a crust which quickly soft- 
Mold the mixture into any desired shape, dip each 
into. the egg, then roll in the crubs. Fry as directed. 


Fritter Batter.—Separate the whites and yolks of fwo 
eggs; beat the yoiks, add one-half of a teaspoonful of salt 
and a haif cupful of cold water. 
ful of sifted flour, add a tablespoonful of melted butter 
and beat hard. Add the whites, beaten stiff; mix lightly 
and, set aside for several hours. If for fish or vegetables, 
add a dash of pepper: if for fruit, a half teaspoonful of. 
powdered sugar. Into this dip the desired articles, so 
that each piece receives a thorough but thin coating, then 
drop into the hot fat. As a dessert, use with sliced bana- 
nas or halved peaches and serve with a sauce. 


Fried Cream.—Scald one pint of milk in a double boiler 
with an inch stick of cinnamon. Mix together one table- 
spoonful of flour, two tablespoonfuls of corn starch, a 
half cupful of sugar, a pinch of salt and two eggs. Add 
the milk—-removing the cinnamon—return to the double 
boiler and stir and cook until it is very thick, then cover 
and cook for fifteen minutes. Stir in a teaspoonfu! of 
vanilla and one teaspoonful of butter’ and turn into a 
buttered shallow pan. When firm cut, egg and crumb 
as for croquettes, fry brown and serve with powdered 
Sugar or a Sauce.

Wirn ONE MAID. 

{Housekeeping.] Never attempt a large course din- 
ner with only one maid. A_ six-course affair, well 
cooked and sérved, is ample, and consists of soup, shell- 
fish, jdint or fowl] with vegetables and sauce, a salad, 
dessert and after-dinner coffee, which is always served 
in the drawing-room, or black coffee, which is passed 
at the table and served in small cups.

N Orange-county grower claims to have a resistant 
A vaio of fine quality, a seedling Irdém a Persian 

nut with large, white meat and profuse bearing 
qualities. The tree blooms in June, it is said, conse- 
quently it escapes the blight that has been so prevalent 
earlier in the season. Late bloomers are usually very 
Shy bearers, but this is claimed to be an exception. The 
grower states that this kind has never been affected with 
bacteriosis, bul time alone can prove out this fact. Alir- 
slaked lime is recommended from experience gained upon 
the ranch where this new variety is grown. It may be 
both a fertilizer and a disinfectant. 

Qualification on Cullis. 


ROF. S. M. WOODBRIDGE, a well-knowa agricultural 

chemist, writes as follows: “Referring to a recent 
bulletin on culls for fertilizer, A. M. Seeley of Covina 
recently horticultural inspector, has called my attention 
to the fact that when culls are returned to, or put on an 
orchard, which has fruit on the trees, that the culls 
should be-immediately turned under, as all culls are apt 
to have more*or less mouldy fruit among them, and that 
when mouldy fruit is lying exposed on the ground, the 
wind and flies carry the spores to the fruit on the trees. 
This, when the fruit is picked and packed, caused a 
much greater percentage of it to mould than if chere 
had been no culls placed in the orchard. .Tie conclu- 
sions to be drawn from Mr. Secley’s just conclusion are: 
First, work the culls under immediately when placed in 


an orchard containing fruit; or second, put them in an. 


orchard where the fruit has been picked, or, third, put 
them in young, non-bearing orchards.” 

The Almond Crop. 


EPORTS show that frosts have destroyed the almond 
crop entirely in some _ portions of Southern 
California. Almond trees have been plauted in locali- 
ties not at all spitable on account of cold weather in the 


early spring. Yet some good crops are noted where more | 


frostless conditions prevail. In one section I had ad- 
vised with one of the growers, advocating the oil smudge, 
but the effort was not made, and the crop was ruined. 
One orchard was planted by seed and afterward grafted 
to the varieties required. It is one of the best lot of al- 
mond trees in the State, showing that this method of es- 
tablishing an orchard is not a thing of the past, notwith- 
standing the time required to start the trees. If large 
almond crops could be saved by smudging, what a profil- 
able industry might be established in some of the upland 
localities. Free from fungi they are ideal localities but 
for the frost.

HAVE a telephone iaquiry from a grain grower 1s to 
the formula for gassing granaries, warehouses, etc., for 


- weevil and other insects that may destroy grain. he. 


following is the method: Close the house as tightly as 
possible, the efliciency of the treatment depending largely 
upon an airtight compartment. Use one ounce cyanid2 
by weight, one ounce sulphuric acid, by measure, and 
five ounces or more of water for each 100 cubic feet of 
space. The gas is generated the same as in fumigating 
of orchard trees. Five hours’ exposure is the time usu- 
ally given, but a longer period would be beiter. Cyanide 
of soda is now being used for this kind of fumigation, 
but I have no knowledge of its superiority over cyanide 
pf potassium. This formula may be used in exterminai- 
Ing fleas, bed bugs and other household pests: including 
mice, but the process is dangerous to those unacquainte ] 
with cyanide. —

Protecting Parasites. 


MONG the unusually large number of farm queries 
| hw have come to the editor’s desk since last week is 
one relating to the care of the scutellista and other bene- 
ficial insects. Spraying and fumigating destroy these 
friends, but there is a: way of preserving them without 
the abandonment of.the trees to insect pests. These par- 
asitic helpers are more persistent than many suppose. 
Thousands of Rpizobius ventralis, Vedalia cardinalis, and 
other ladybirds are at the command of the horticultural 
commissions of the State without artificial propagatioz. 
These beetles may be “wintered-over” by tying inverted 
corn. husks in the trees in giving them protection from 
the cold. At least 25,000 mature scutellista have been 
bred and sent all over Los Angeles county since last Sep- 
tember by the Horticultural Commissioners and _ their 
inspectors. How to protect these little workers and yet 
prevent the scale from dominating the orchards is not 
easy, but I would suggest that long as extermination 
of the black scale is not possible“by artificial means, the 
natural process may be fostered by placing the parasites 
upon pepper trees and yard plants, from which they may 
reach the orchards. Where the insects have been placed 
upon the orchard trees a few of the latter may be left un- 
treated when the sprayer or fumigator is at work. By 
this means there may be found a supply of parasites upon 


‘every farm. Above all, the distribution of beneficial in- 


sects should be made more prominent in the administra- 
tion of every horticultural officer. By attending to this 
continually the fruit growers may find themselves in 
complete control of the worst scales finally. If the orch- 
ardists had in hand the money spent in gassing and 
spraying during the last decade they could look upon 
the present season of low prices with absolute equani- 
mity.

A Common Inquiry. 


HAVE received a large section of a quince root badly 

effected with root knot, with the request to give the 
cause of this trouble. If anyone knows the cause of this 
malady upon many species of fruit trees, I would like to 
have him come forward and explain. So far as I know 
the cause is wholly unknown. The most plausible ex- 
planation is that the disease is caused by excessive irri- 
gation or rainfall following a period of severe drought. 
I do know that this malady is more common in countries 
where extremes of dry soi] and immoderate wetting oc- 
cur. Trees which are subjected to evenness of moisture 
rarely have this trouble. Planting of trees free from 
root knot in the nursery should prevail. It may be a 
virulent disease, and yet one that will not take hold un- 
less conditions prevail such as I have suggested. In 
case it is a disease and not a purely physical condition, 
remedies may bé applied, but I know of none entirely ef- 
fective. | 

It has been the practice to cut out the affected sections 
where possibie, allowing the wound to dry thoroughly, 
followed by the use of some good disinfectant such as 
Bordeaux mixture or corrosive sublimate. After the ap- 


plication of the disinfectant tar has been used to advan- 


tage in excluding possible outside attacks from spore:, 
assuming it is a distinct disease. As this trouble usually 
develops near the surface of the ground it may be more 
easily reached, the abnormal accumulation of cells aj- 
pearing as a light brown knot of disorganized or dis- 
arranged tissues. Whatever the disease may be, good, 
steady irrigation and evenness of growing conditions are 
the best known preventatives, and these are not of util- 
ity with trees affected when planted.

Alfalfa Land. 


CORRESPONDENT who wishes to invest in land 
A cuianie for alfalfa growing asks the location of the 
best and cheapest land for this purpose, the price, and 
whether irrigation is essential. Raw, or unplanted the 
average price near Los Angeles is about $150 an 
acre. Already planted the price is about $50 higher, in 
each case with water. There is a great deal of territory 
southeast of the city of a semi-moist character upon 
which fine crops are grown without irrigation, produc- 
ing four tons to the acre for the season in five cuttings. 
When water is used freely seven cuttings and about 
seven tons are secured for the season. The first crop on 
one 19-acre lot brought the grower $174, and many fields 
do better than that, perhaps. Alfalfa is sown in the win- 
ter months and in March, with about twenty pounds of 
seed to the acre, sometimes having a barley crop sown 
with it of 25 to 30 pounds to the acre, yielding a fair 
crop of barley hay while the farmer is waiting the year 
from seed time to harvest with his alfalfa. I am aware 
that some alfalfa land is held at $400 or $500 per acre, 
near the city, but this value no doubt accrues from loca- 
tion. The coming winter will see greater activities in 
this profitable industry. One farmer tells me he expects 
to sow his 80-acre place largely to alfalfa this winter and 
offer the land for sale in ten and twenty-acre lots. 


As to the correspondent’s question upon the profitable- 
ness of hog raising in this section, it is a profitable busi- 
ness run in connection with dairying and &lfalfa growing. 
Disease is little feared, the local market sure and the 
chance of success fair.

It might be practicable PsYCHOLOGY OF THE GUINEAPIG APPEARS TO 


GivE AN ILLUSTRATION. 

[Seattle Times.] The vexing problem as to why peo- 
ple over thirty years of age find it harder to learn things 
than when they were some years younger has been 
solved by Miss Jessie B. Allen, a former Seattle girl, 
who was graduated from the State University here, who 
is now a student at the University of Chicago, and she 


made the discovery through experimenting with guinea 
pigs. 
The whole trouble lies, declares Miss Allen, in the

The. infant 
pig was taken frora the cage where its mother was con- 
fined and admonished to work out its own salvation and 
get back home if it could. But one small entrance to 
the cage was left open. The guinea pig found the lone 
entrance without trouble and entered in triumph. 


A cage wa3 
set within a cage, but one door being left open in each 
one. This problem was also easy for the prodigy of 
guinea pigdom, and its fond mother was justly proud 
of its precocity. 3

THE BURNED BIG TREE. 

Prof. Dudley of the Leland Stanford Junior University, 
in his researches in the matter of the Sequoia gigan‘ea 
of California and his letter about these researches to 
our Senaicr Platt, has certainly opened up a vista.

If this tree could only tell what it was that brought 
the blast of fire upon it away back in the days when 
old Rome was still in its prime! Was the burn made 


man, by what manner of man—how dressed, how liv- 
ing, how thinking, how producing fire? _1* ig al! a chut- 
off story—so shut off that one can make no conjecture 
about it. But the tree, and the burn, and the wood of 
centuries growing over the burn, are real enough, and 
eloquent enough in their articulate and unrevealing way. 
They show that the sunshine aad the rain served the 
tree in those years of the world as they ilo the trees 
in this year of the world. Other older trees of the 
same kind have been found, and these older ones show 
that this burned tree had its ancestry--ihat it was: 
simply growing after its kind, and that is kind was 
there. But as to what bird or beast or sort of man 
served as its companion—as to bow it made itself rse- 
ful—we do not know. The vista of prubabl> | nowledge 
is clearly opened by this burned tree—it was burned 
three times more at the respectable intervals of 1196, 129 
and 217 years respectively—but no one can look through 
the vista and see what was doing in those remote days

ERE is some more about the “rabbit weed,” an as- 
serted substitute for Indian rubber. It is from the 
Vegas (N. M.) Optic: : 

“Does the rabbit weed, which grows in such abun- 
fance on the wide mesas about Las Vegas, contain a 
substance that will drive the product of the South Amer- 
ican rubber tree out of the market? That is the ques- 
tion that John Beck, a wealthy citizen of Denver, is 
here to answer. Accompanied by B. F. Spencer, who 
‘is acquainted with the location of the weed, Mr. Bock 
left the city this morning on a tour- of investigation. 

“The gentleman is associated with a strongly capital- 
ized Denver concern that has established a plant for 
the purpose of manufacturing rubber from the rabbit, 
or rubber weed. Experiments have proven very suc- 
cessful. Now it is necessary to secure a large supply 
of thé plant. The vicinity of Las Vegas is capable of 
furnishing a supply that is almost limitless. So says 
Mr. Spencer, and so say other citizens familiar with 
the country. 

“It is said that the rabbit weed is capable of pro- 
ducing a substance that is fully the equa! of rubber, and 
which can take its place for' any purpose. The great 
advantage, however, is that it can be manufactured 
much more cheaply than rubber. The citizens of Las 
Vegas will follow the investigations with the greatest 
Interest, as an industry of much importance to the city 
promises to result.

Marble. 


TEPHEN BOWERS, the mineralogist, coatributes 
the following to the Mining Review: 

“An extensive deposit of marble has recently been 
discovered on the desert near Cadiz, San Bernardino 
county, Cal., about 240 miles east of Los Angeles. It 
lies in the foothills and mountains about one miie north 
of the Santa Fé Railway, or rather this is the beginning 
of the deposit. It lies in large deposits from ten to 
fifty feet thick, and dips eastwardly at an average in- 
clination of about 30 deg. The outcroppings are about 
one mile square, each forming a stcep scarp on the west- 
ern end, or edge. 

“The great variety in color is an important feature. | 


While these deposits seem to be of about tne same | 


consistency in degree of hardness, the colors me | 
widely. There is bird’s-eye, blotched, black, blue, va- 
riegated, etc. The “bird’s-eye” is composed largely of 
small concretions which may easily be taken by the 
observer for small fossils. The “blotched,” or streaked 
material, has deep red blotches through it, presenting 
a beautiful appearance when polished. Each varicty 
polishes well and leaves a hard, smooth surface, and 
would be valuable for inside and ornamental work. 

“The plain here, or valley, is about 1000 feet above 
the sea level, and the hills in which the marble is found 
rise about 1000 feet higher. Some of the peaks are 
composed of this mineral. Three or four miles westerly 
is a whole mountain of darkish marble; and just west 
of this is a mountain of white dolomitic marble. These 
deposits represent millions of tons, and are practi- 
cally inexhaustible. While they are exposed in some 
places for a thousand feet above the surface, they ex- 
tend to unknown depths. 2 


“Owing to their lonz exposure to the elements, and 
especially to the heat of the summer sun for untold ages, 
the exposed portions of these deposits are checked and 
fractured, but the mineral is tompact and solid an inch 
or two below the surface. It is also fissured and broken 
into blocks. This has been a region of much volcanic 
disturbance. Volcanic ejecta and lapilli are found over 
the surface of the desert, and several volcanic ‘necks’ are 
in full view of this place. The same forces of nature 
that changed the sandstone into quartzite, which now 
largely forms the country rock, also metamorphosed the 
limestone into marble. 

“If, on further exploration, these marbles prove to 
be of superior texture, which now seems probable, they

While it is, 
of course, absurd to allow sick people such a hog-like 
menu as that referred to, on the other hand it is wrong 
to force them against their will into a Spartan diet. 
Those who wish to live on fruit and nuts should be 
allowed to do so, but those who desire to indulge in an 
occasional beefsteak or cut of roast beef should also 
have liberty, the only absolute requisite being that al! 
the food should be as nearly as possible clean, and 
cooked in a simple manner that makes it easily dig«st- 
ible. | 

As in almost everything else connected with hy- 
giene, the health resorts usually go to extremes. On 


one hand there will be absolutely no restriction on the: 
diet—no menu adapted to invalids, or indeed to sensi- 
ble healthy psople—and on the other hand there wil! 
~~ be an attempt to make people live on heavy, unappe 


tizing, unfermented bread and fruit, or some so-called 
nut foods, that are not made of nuts, but of a legume— 
perhaps with prayers on the side. A stav at such an 
institution is far more likely to do an invalid harm 
rather than good. In yet other institutions there is 


some sort of a hocus-pocus in the shape of a mysterious | 


machine that is supposed to instill new life through 
electricity or magnetism. Meantime the fresh air ind 
rest do the work, while the machipe gets the credit.

A “Bum” Health Board. 


UDGING from the following, which is taken from 
the San Francisco News Letter, there is room for 
improvement in the San Francisco Board of Health: 
“One Hugh- Spillane was taken to the Central Emer- 
gency Hospital a few evenings ago, suffering from a 
fractured skull. The intelligent young medicos  ap- 
pointed by the Board of Health to attend to the unfor- 
tunates who drift in to them at the hospital, looked at 
Spillane and promptly decided that he was suffgring 
from pneumonia. They wrapped him up in blankets 
and let it go at that. Spillane promptly died. Thea it 
was discovered that his skull was fractured. Now the 
- Board of Health's doctors are trying to explain. No ex- 
planation they can make can satisfy the public. Since 
Schmitz took charge of the Board of Health its record 
has been one of failure. One of its appointees had no 
license to practice medicine, and was forced to resign 
under threat of arrest and prosecution if he attempted 
to practice; another appointee was a dentist, and he 
was also forced out; a third appointee received a sailor

in the abdomen, and sent him in a wagon to the County 
Hospital, four miles away. The man died in the wagon.

“Natural hunger is not accompanied by weaknes:, 
but is a sense of pleasant anticipation in the throat, 


which makes you feel as if the driest crust of bread 


would be a delicious morsel. This disturyance when meal- 
time comes, or when one is trying to fast, merely makes 
one realize the actual conditions of the digestive or- 
gans, just as taking whisky away from the drinker re- 
veals his real conditions. In both cases the continua- 
tion of the old habits relieves the symptoms for a time; 
but the debt increases at compound interest. 

“To make this plain it must be understood that any- 
one in ordinary health, free from disease of the stom- 
ach, liver and bowels,.can do without food for one or 
several days without any disturbance or weakness what- 
ever. 

“The main cause of this abnormal appetite, and the 
greatest obstacle to a diet rational in quality and rea- 
sonable in quantity. is vegetable and animal parasites 
in the stomach and intestines. 

“It is commonly believed that few people suffer from 
these parasites; but as a matter of fact, scarcely any 
man, woman or child escapes. There are as many va- 
rieties as there-are plants and insects in a garden. Their 
presence and extent can be directly estimated by the 
intensity of the mock appetite, the catarrh of the di- 
gestive organs, or the dyspeptic conditions. 

“When you see a man eating a big dinner, with meats, 
vegetables, entrees, sweets, fruits and desserts, which 
costs, say, $2, you may know he is spending at least 
$1.75 to feed the worms, and 25 cents, at most, to 
nourish his body. He enjoys all these rich mixtures 
and thinks it is the body that demands them; but he 
is in reality satisfying the mock appetite produced by 
the worms and parasites. thus strengthening the very 


fort of death within his living body. People thus slave: 


most of their tives not to feed the body, as they sup- 
pose, but to provide materia] for the parasitical ele 
ment in the digestive tract. 

“It is In reality the irritation thus produced that 
makes it so difficult to fast or attain a simple, natural 
diet. This accounts for the weakness, distress and ir- 
resistible demand for food that comes on as soon as 
the diet is changed or you begin to fast. This is at- 
tested by the lessening of weakness and mock appetite 
as soon as steps are taken to eradicate the parasitica! 
elements. Many people who found it practically im- 
possible to fast a day, or even miss breakfast, have 
been able to do so easily after taking the following 
preparation, which acts on the parasites in the stom- 
ach and bowels: 

“Add about one pound of chopped carrots to a quart 
of water, and boil forty-five minutes. Then add one 
ounce of anise seed and boil fifteen minutes longer. 
The amount of iiquid should be about one pint. S'ra‘n 
and allow to cool. Then add honey, one ounce; fiuid 
extract of spigelia, one and one-balf ounce; fluid ex- 
tract senna, one ounce; and, if there is constipation, 
add one or two ounces of fluid extract of liquorice. Take 
a tablespoonful in the morning upon rising, and est 
nothing until noon. ‘Take three days in succession. 
Then omit for a week and repeat as before for three 
successive days. As a rule it should be taken in this 
way for a number of periods. 

“The remedy will keep if stored in a cool, dark place 
and tightly corked, or an ounce of alcohol may be added 
by those who 4do not object to the use of alcohol. The 
above dose is for adults. The dose for children should 
be as follows: One year old. half-teaspoonful; two to 
three years old, one teaspoonful; four to five years old, 
one and a half teaspoonfuls; six to nine years old, two 
teaspoonfuls; ten to fourteen, three teaspoonfuls. 
The knack of fasting easily and getting rid of the 
mock appetite may be facilitated if we begin by puri- 


fying the digestive tract and developing the breath so 


as to generat’ increased energy. The above remedy 
will prove the principle and be of good assistance, but 
the complete regeneration requires, in addition to fast- 
ing, a plain, right diet. and the adoption of some other 
effective measures, which may be given in anociher 
article.”

Among the contributed articles, Sir Michael Foster, F. 
R.8., makes the following-truth{ul statement: 

It is of great importance that the mind of the lay 
public should be disabused of the idea that medical sci- 


tions of nutrition. This is very far indeed from being 
the case. Human nutritien involves highly coniplex 
factors, and the scientific basis for our knowledge of 
the subject is but small. Where questions of dict are 
concerned, medical teaching, no less than popula™ prac- 
tice, is to a great extent based upon empiricism.” 

This is not only true of the. medical profession, but 
of hygienists who have devoted years to the study_of 
the effects of foods on the human system. We all still 
have much to learn in this’ respect. In fact, we are all 
in the kindergarten stace. just beginning to creep out 
of the dark into the sunshine, while most members of 
the medical profession are still lost in the gioom of ig- 
norance, for the reason that,se_little attention is paid 
to this important question in medical colleges, where 
young people are trained to kill or cure, as fhe case 
may be. 

Reference is made in the volume—which was pub- 
lished in Noveraber last—to a test being made by twenty 
privates and ‘hree non-comissioned officers of the hos- 
pital corps of the U. S. Army, under a lieutenant, at 
New Haven, in coéperation with the staff of the Shef- 
field Scientific School, for the purpose of learning, if 
possible, how little nitrogen is necessary to secure the 
Rreatest human efficiency. Since then, a few weeks azo, 
the dispatches. have told us that the results of this test. 
showed that full mental and physical health were kept 
up after the ordinary diet had been reduced one-half, 
and later, two-thirds. This strikingly proves the truth 
of the statemeni that we al! eat far too much. _ 

Dr. Henry Campbell, F.R.C.P., of London, in an ar- 
ticle in this volume on the effect of mastication, goes 
so far as to say: “There can, I think, be little doubt 
that the digestibility of the more common articles of 
diet, both animal and vegetable, depends in the main 
upon their physical constitution, all of them tending 
to be equally digestible when reduced to the same de- 
gree gf comminution.” 

This is in line with statements made by the editor, 
that thé question of what one eats is of far less im- 
portance than the question as to how often and how 
much one eats. In other words, if a.person only. eats 
when he is hungry—that is to say. when a piece of dry 
bread “looks good” to him—stops the moment when he | 
is no longer hungry, and thoroughly chews what he 
eats, it is of minor importance what the food consists 
,of so long as it is clean, and, of course, contains the 
elements necessary for the supply of heat and force 
and muscle. 

There are some long discursive articles on the neces- 
sity of exciting the appetite in order to secure a flow 
of- gastric juice, with more or less cruel and unreces- 
Sary experiments on dogs to prove the truthfulness: of 
the assertions. It is shown, from these experiments, 
that a flow of gastric juice may be excited in a dog | 
by merely dangling a piece of meat in-front of a hungry | 
animal. |

Probably no living per- 
son has made so exhaustive experiments in this matter 
as has Dr. Kellogg. He is said to have mae no les; 
than 16,000 experiments. . 

Again. one of the writers in this book of Fletcher's, 
page 119, says: “Previous to the cultivation of the soil, 
man was mainly carnivorous.” 

This is directly opposed to Darwin, Huxley. and to 
common sense. Primitive man had no natural weap- 
ons, like the lion and tiger, for capturing flesh, but na- 
ture furnished nuts and fruits ready at hai:d for the 
picking, and he undoubtedly lived as his cousin, the 
gorilla, lives today. : 

Finally, as the editor has observed on several occa- 
sions in referring to this question of Mr. Fletcher's 
theory, a certain amount of waste matter is necessary, 
to insure regular motion of the bowels. That is one 
reason why the use of coarse, wholemeal! bread, is urged. 
We know that th® use of fine flour leads to constipa- 
tion. A large amount of waste matter will be found in 
the excreta of animals that feed on fruits and grains. 
Anyone who should attempt to live on condensed food, 
entirely free from waste, would be pretty sure to suf- 
fer from constipation.

Poison Oak. 


SAN DIEGO. correspondent inquires regarding a 
preventive for poison oak. He says that one of 
the. best Los Angeles physicians told him that the only 
safe way was to avoid it. Try the following prepara- 
tion. The recipe was given to the editor by the late 
Dr. Carl Schwalbe, a conscientious and studious phy- 
sician of the old school, who rarely administered drugs. 
The preparation, which is a very simple, is said to be 
a sure preventive: 

Dissolve a teaspoonful of concentrated lye,in a glass 
of boiling water. When the water is cold, wash the 
face and other exposed portions of the body thoroughly 
with the liquid before going to any place whiere you are 
likely to encounter poison oak. Then, on returning 
from the trip, repeat the operation. It is well to use 
a little powder on the skin after applying the lotion, 
as otherwise it will draw the skin rather painfully.

OJIBWAY GIANT WHO MAKES JEF- 
FRIES LooK LIKE A CHILD.

N the grea Vermillion reservation, north of the 
western exiremity of Lake Superior, lives a man 
of whom the world outside will shortly take more 
cognizance than it has in the past. The reasons for this 
lie in the fact that, for the first time in his life, he 
has consented to make a tour of the great cities occu- 
pied by his pale-face brethren and-exhibit himself in 
public.,; He will probably be seen at the St. Louis Ex- 
position, after which he will travel through the Eastern 
and Southern Staies and California. 


This man is Horn Bow, the Ojibway, a man of giant 
Stature and doubtless the greatest Indian athlete in 
America He is a full-blooded Ojibway, and, although 
now about sixty-five years of age, is conceded by many 
competent sources of authority fo be the most perfect 
specimen of physical development in the world. 

Certainly no ordinary man, looking upon the mag- 
nificent proportions of this skin giant, would f-e! 
in the least inclined to doubt' the assertion. 


The rigorous climate of the North, and the ozonic 
atmosphere of the pine and tamarack forests are con- 
ducive to a race of people characterized by hardy con- 
stitutions, unusual strength and large stature, and the 
Ojibways are naturally much given to feats of athletic 
prowess. - 


And in alk the land of the Ojibways, Horn Bow is the 
most famous‘athlete of all. Standing in his moccasins 
—equivalent to one’s stocking feet—he measures «ix 
feet four inches in height, with muscles beside of which 
Jim Jeffries, the “man mountain,” would look like ar 
tndeveloped stripling. His form is as straight as ar 
arrow, his broad back as square as a brick.wall, an¢

small and shapely, but his face can scarcely be re- 
garded as strictly handsome, especially by the eyes of 
other races than his own.

Not alcrne is Horn [Ix w remarkable for his size an1 
weight, but for_his strength anfi agility as well. To 
witness the varions feats of strength performed by 
this man, who is far past the half-ceatury mark. is to 
stand open-eyed and open-mouthed in amazement. In- 
deed, he is a revelation to those who love athletic_ex- 
hibitions and unusual physical development. 

One circumstance in conneciion with his ever-faiihfu! 
companions, his bow and arrow, wil! serve as a alight 
illustration of the’ great physicai prowess possess 
by this remarkable scion of Hiawatha's race. 


The bow is a unique affair, made from the tips of 
buffalo horns, telescoped one into the other, and wound 
with a spiral covering of elk sinew, the whole weighing 
nearly fifteen pounds. The bowstring is likewise of 
elk sinew, and has the appearance of a huge violin 
string, about one-fourth of an inch in diame‘er. 


Let an ordinary strong man take up this bow to use 
i’ and he will be surprised to learn fhat it is like «4 
piece of solid steel, resisting his every effort to bend it 
even the fraction of an inch. Then hand it back to its 
Owner and watch him as he grasps it by the center. 
raises it as if it were a feather, and with his richt 
hand fits to the bowstring an arrow nearly four feet 
in length! 

A short backwara step brings his right foot almost 
directly behind his left, his spine suddenly stiffens, his 
head inclines slightly forward. the muscles of his 
great breast and right forearm are seen to stand out 
beneath the smooth skin, and the mighty bow is bent 
like a willow sapling, while the long arrow is drawn

In just what capacity he is to make his début at the 
present time—-whether as a private-admission-fee at- 
traction, or as a living demonstration of the value of 
some widely-advertised health food—the writer is un- 
able to learn. The mere fact that he comes of a race 
of meat eaters, and that he never touches vegetables 
of any kind, except under conditions of absolute ne- 
cessity, would doubtless make no difference to the lat- 
ter as a business proposition. 

Horn Bow’ has a comely brown wife who is vastly 
proud of her gigantic husband. She keeps his wigwom 
cosy and inviting, and her deft fingers are often engaged 
in constructing weird and fantastic designs in beadwork 
for the ornamentation of his buckskin garments. She 
washes and dresses his feet, braids his hair, and in many 
ways cares for him as though he were a frail chil. 

This unceasing devotion of his comely mate possi- 
bly accounts, in a measure, for his past indifference to 
the tempting offers of shrewd men who have long seen 
in him a gold mine of shekels could they but induce 
| him to place himself under their management. .

A Cactus Farm. 


NOVEL BUT ACTUAL INDUSTRY CAR- 
RIED ON IN ARIZONA.

MILE south of Phoenix, close to the usually dry 
_ channel of Salt River, is one of the oddest fagms in 
“America. It is planted to nothing but cactus, of ev- 
ery form found within Arizona. Each kind is cultivated 
under the same conditions that prevail upon its native 
heath, to as great an extent as is possible, and most of 
them thrive well, under the hot skies of Southern Ari- 
zona, cared for by expert hands. The main owner of the 
farm is Dr. R. E. Kunz, a college-bred German scientist 
who has taken up the study of cacti and their cousins 
as his life work. A physician, he has particularly stud- 
ied the plants for the possibility of securing products 
valuable in medicine. And the utilitarian side has ap- 
pealed to him in other ways and he knows tbe plants 
wherefrom comes good fruit, those that bear good water 
for the thirsty desert traveler and those useful to the 
Arizona has 
become the sourcéd of supply for cactus for most of the 
botanical gardens of the world, and this demand for 
plants has risen till a lucrative industry has arisen from 
what would seem to the uninitiated one of the most un- 
promising floral fields of the world. 

The most prominent of the cactus of the garden is the 
saguaro. It is one of the landmarks of the desert. Its 
large white flowers cover the end of every branch in 
April and May, followed by a greenish-yellow fruit, 
which, when it bursis. discloses a scarlet pulp filled with 
black seeds. This is very nutritious. Another species 
of far greater use, if not attraction, is Cereus Thurbori, 
or Pitaya of. the natives, which was named after the 
late Dr. George Thurber, editor of the American Agricul- 
turist Of New York. Its northern limit is 115 miles from 
Phoenix in a southwesterly direction, and extends into 
Sonora southward. The flower is white, nocturnal and 
smaller than that of Saguaro. The fruit of C. Thurbero 
is of delicious taste, and for months is the support of 
tribes of Indians, who then feast upon it. The pulp is 
also dried for future use, and a syrup, as well as an in- 
toxicating liquor, is made from the fresh fruit. The Ya- 
quis, Papagoes and Pimas, largely subsist on the fruit of 
this cactus. The stems of this cactus grow from sik. to 
twenty feet high. 

Perhaps the queerest cactus of all America, is Cereus 
Gregzgil of Arizona, known to Mexicans as Jara Matraca. 
Unlike any other cactus, it has a very large tuber in place 
of fibrous roots, and it resembles a great sugar beet 'W- 
low the surface, weighing from two to fourteen pounds. 
The stems are not more than from two to four feet high, 
as thick as a finger and covered with very short spines. 
The tuber is medicinai, used externally in Mexico. It 
is the Arizona night-biooming Cereus, fragrant, the 
flower white and large as a saucer. Engelmann’s hedge- 
hog cereus, known as Echinocereus Engelmanni, 
in clumps of from two to twenty joints, having very 
large brownish-white spines, from one to one 
and a half feet in height. Its brilliant rose- 
colored flowers, very fragrant, appear in April, 
and by the Jatter part of May are  fol- 
lowed by a crimson edible berry, of the size and flavor 
of a large strawberry. The plant grows in the valley and 
side of mountains. Another cactus of much beauty when 
in bloom as Echinocereus Enneacanthus, the large flower 
of a deeper shade of rose with violet reflections. It is 
not only odoriferous, but likewise bears an edible scarlet 
fruit.

Year after year they nest in these 
Same localities, and the young birds grow up to find 
nesting places as near the parent birds as possible, so 
that the result is that there are thousands of birds 
breeding on one smal! corner of an island where, in 
other parts, there is room for twice as many, yet they 
will not forsake the old places until overcrowding 
actually compels them to. In their nests they lay, 
usually, one egg, though often two or more females 
quarrel over the same nest hole, and then there is as 
likely to be three or four eggs as one in the nest. Soine- 
times, when quarreling, two birds will get their beaks 
interlocked and both wil! fa!! into the sea, there to 
drown, unable to free themselves, each from the weight 
of the other. When a gun Is fired off near their breed- 
ing place, the birds rise in a cloud and, as they rise, 
several eggs are usually knocked off into the water or 
om the rocks below. The eggers, who go out and gather 
their eggs, or did before the law was passed forbidding 
it, also take thousands of them yearly, yet they do 
not seem to diminish in numbers to any grea‘ extent. 


The bird shown to you today comes from far-away 
South America, and maybe even farther than that, from 
the strange, ice-covered lands down as near te the 
south pole as men will ever get. There he was born 
and there he would have had to stay had not some ex- 
plorer shot him and brought him to this far-away land, 
where skillful hands made his mounted skin seem like 
he must have looked in life as he stood and watched 
for wandering fish on the brink of some iceberg. Birds 
of this kind are called penguins, and there are nonc 
of them in this part of the world, but down around the 
storm-beaten cliffs of Cape Horn they.scramble over 
the black rocks and fill the air with cries strong enough 
to drown the roar of the sea as it beats on the southern 
end of the continent. Most of them are gigantic birds, 
seldom standing less than three feet in height, and so 
human in appearance that Magellan, who discovered 
the straits named for him, ordered his men to prepare 
their cannon and be ready to receive the hostile army 
“when he saw the serried ranks of penguins lined up on 
the shore. In reality, however, they are stupid, inof-" 
fensive birds, many of which are killed with sticks by 
the few natives of the region, as well as by passing 
sailors, to whom the fresh meat comes as an especial 
boon after.a long voyage on salt “junk.” To nest, 
these huge penguins (and there are many smaller spe-

“THE LAST SUPPER.” 


Everyone who ¢isits the city of Milan, Italy, goes to 
see the great cathedral with 106 pinnacles and 4500 
Statues, more pinnacles and statues than any other ca- 
thedral in the world. But there is also in the city of 
Milan a church neither véry large nor very beautiful, 
but made famous by a painting on its walls, This mas- 
terpiece is “The Last Supper,” by the artist Leonardo 
da Vinci, and it was begun only four years after Co- 
lumbus discovered America. 

King Francis I. was so struck with its beauty that 
he attempted to have it removed, wall and all, to France, 


a copy, which was placed in a church in Paris. 
In 1500 there was an inundation, during which the 
church was under water for several days; then an in-

the room into a stable, and, as if this was not enough, 
the convent people cut a doorway under it which cut off 
a part of the figures. There is left now none of the 
original coloring, but the general design and the group- 
ing are Leonardo da Vinci’s—and even this ruin is beau- 
tiful. Our engravings are all froin copies, the best of 
which was made in 1612. The picture was painted on 
the wali of the refectory, or diaing-room, where the 
monks had their meals. It is a long apartment, and 
on each side were the tables for the monks. The pri- 
or’s table stood opposite the entrance, at the end of 
the room. These tables were all raised one step above 
the floor. 

‘When one had entered the room and faced about, he 
saw on the fourth wall, over the door, which was not 
very high, a fourth table painted, and Christ and his 
disciples seated at it, as if a part of the company. What 
solemn mealtimes were these, the prior’s table and 
Christ’s opposite each other, and the monks between.

In this movement of the hands the painting is unique 
and worthy of close consideration. Let us first note 
the hands of the cen'ral figure, the Christ.

The left is turned palm upward, and the ges- 
ture is in perfect accord with the words, “Verily I say 
unto you, that one of you shall betray me.” The right 
hand, with the finger raised, is turned involuntarily to- 
wards Judas. He will not look at Judas, nor at anyone 
in particular, because He does not wish to desi.nate 
the guilty person. . 


The three disciples on the left of the Saviour, the 
side toward which He looks and leans, are appealing di- 
rectly to Him. James the Greater, seated next to Him, 
starts back with horror and spreads open his arms with 
a movement expressive of eager denial; as if he said, 
“Look at my heart; I could not do that faithless act.” 


When the picture was painted James’s left hand was 
not raised, but laid upon the table, and hid in part the 
left hand of Thomas, which was also placed on the ta- 
ble. When, after a time, the original color was partly 
faded, partly failen off—for the picture was painted 
on a damp wall, from which mineral salts were con- 
stantly oozing—the two hands could not be well dis- 
tinguished, and they formed together a single shapeless 
hand with six fingers.

Over the right shoulder of James appears doubting 
Thomas.

Leonardo da Vinci was fifty-one years old when Michael 
Angelo was twenty-nine years old, and they were rivals. 
They were far from friendly and often clashed when 
they chanced 'o meet. Both painted cartoons, that is, 
to be used on opposite walls in the 

n these cartoons were finished they 
were put on exhibition and all Florence went to sec 
them. but the walls were never decorated and the car- 
toons have disappeared. On several other occasions 
they competed with each other. and though each recog- 
nized the genius of the other, they never became friends, 
but Leonardo was once one of a committee to select a fit- 
ting place for Michael Angelo’s statue of David. Leonardo 
was a very successful sculptor: there are bronze fizures 
after his designing over the portal of the Baptistry of 
Florence. He left few paintings that are now known 
to be his work; several are attributed to him. Of those 
known to be by his hand, the second in importance is 
a portrait called Mona Lisa, that is, Madonna Lisa. !! 
is now in the Louvre. 

In his sixty-seventh year he died, but in the wars 
which soon swept over France—for he died at the French 
court—a pet of the King—his grave was lost sight of. In 
1865, after several attempts, it was found and the re- 
mains identifiel beyond doubt. 

In 1873 Italy raised a beautiful monument to his mem- 
ory. It stands near the entrance to the Victor Emanuel 
Arcades at Milan. 

The beautiful picture of the praying hands is from 
a drawing in the Albertine collection at Vienna. made 
by one who was a great admirer of da Vinci—Al>rech' 
Durer, that dreamy artist who seems to me always 
wandering through busy Nuremburg. —‘‘Dead he is no’, 
but departed, for the artist never dies:" and I_canro! 
think of that quaint city but I see the shadowy forin fad- 
ing by cathedral doorways where saints and bishops are 
carved in stone, with the painted gables and oriel. win- 
dows above him, the twelve apostles guarding the church 
of St. Sebald, the mighty linden in the castle yard, and 
the sunshine lying across the pavement unmindful of 
his presence, that casts no shadow.

And, after all, whatever may be the heredity or futu- 
rity of our palms, there is happiness and success only 
In the praying hands. 


FISH THAT UTTER SOUNDS. 
The fishes are generally known as creatures that are

A huge fish, with big, grinning teeth, dwells in salt 
water, and is found all along the United States coast 
from Massachusetts to Florida. It is called the drum 
because of the deep, booming noise that it makes.

He utters a deep, 
loud “quawk” when he is caught, and repeats it every 
time he is touched. . 


The little puffer, or swell fish, which has the ability 
to puff itself up into a perfectly round ball, makes a 
hoarse, chuckling sound as he does it. At the same time 
he grinds his sharp teeth so that it can be heard four or 
five feet away. 


The rabbit fish, the trunk fish and the cow fish, al] 
armed with prominent teeth, grind and gnash them like 
the swe!) fish. 

The ugly skate curls itself up after being caught, and 
grunts, groans and gasps like a human being. 

The porpoise, which is not a true fish. but looks ex- 
actly like one, is known as puffer and puffing pig because 
of his ability to puff so loudly that a school can be heard 
for miles when the day is ealm. 

Carp and gold fish often make a-curious noise; but it 
is not uttering sounds in the meaning of the term as used 
here, because they do it merely by approaching the sur 
face of the water. | ;
